HOW NOT 
GET BIND

“The manufacturers could make a good 
$35 ski today if they wanted to, but they 
don’t want to.” 


Those are the words of the Boston ski 


‘Market’s founder, Bob Ferguson. The 
reason derives from the economics of 
today’s ski world. Basically, ski manufac- 
turers and importers figure there are only 
so many skiers out there. (The figure of 
-six million has been bandied about for 
some time.) Skiing is an expensive sport. 
The facilities to accommodate it are 
limited. Its potential for really attracting 
the masses would appear to be much less 
than once thought. Moreover, the sport 
traditionally has had a certain snob 
appeal. 

Therefore ski gear is made with high 
standards in less than massive quantities. 
And markups are accordingly high. Pay- 
ing $150 and up for a pair of skis, $100 for 
a pair of boots, and $50 plus for bindings, 
is the norm for a regular skier. And the 
likelihood of finding adult skis selling for

under $100 two or three years from now is 
beginning to look rather dim. 

It is some consolation that skis are 
technically much better pieces of equip- 
ment than skiers were able to buy five or 
10 years ago. “‘Let’s face it, you’re paying 
for technology, not just a piece of plastic,” 
comments one retailer. The $135 ski you 
buy today, which is labeled a recreational 
ski for intermediates, is likely to hold 
better on ice, turn more precisely and 
with less effort, last longer and generally 
be a more satisfying ski than a com- 
parable $90 and up ski you could buy a 
few years ago. 


Dimly promising some relief from 
equipment costs are a few ski resort 
operators who wonder if there might not 
be some way to get more new skiers on 
their slopes through learn-to-ski weeks. 
Why not let a beginner buy his rented 
skis, boots and poles at the end of his ski 
week, they muse. Make it a nice attrac- 
tive package price, and presto: a new skier 
is hooked! 

But there are ways to beat the prices — 
sometimes significantly, and here are a 
few of them. 

Don’t buy what you don’t need, and 
don’t buy when you don’t know what you

need. It’s better to rent. 

Perhaps the greatest boon to beginners 
in the last decade has been the prolifera- 
tion of complete ski-rental facilities at ski 
areas everywhere. Even the smaller areas 
now usually offer relatively modern 
equipment. Some areas boast excep- 
tionally good equipment. 

You can rent skis, boots, and poles by 
the day, week or longer. A few fairly 
regular skiers even rent or lease their skis 
for the season. Prices differ, but $6 to $8 
for the day should cover you. Most areas 
offer rental packages, from two or three 
days to a full ski week. Many allow you to 
rent gradually longer skis as you progress 
in your ski school classes. These rental 
programs are part of the Graduated 
Length Method (GLM) of learning to ski 
and have been very successful. 

When you are ready to buy your own 
skis, there are two basic routes to go. One 
is the so-called “‘package”’ ski. Ski shops 
usually have a “package,” and discount 
stores make their living on them. These 
are the non-name brand skis with an inex- 
pensive release binding and a pair of poles 
for a package price — maybe $135 to $150. 

Many packages include skis made by 
major ski‘manufacturers. Sometimes they 
are an older model. The labels may be the 
store’s “house” brand or a name that 
doesn’t mean anything to you. But some 
of the skis can be all right for many 
beginners. One example is the old 
Rossignol Concorde, an intermediate ski 
of a few years ago with an excellent 
reputation that sold for less than $100. 

Some shops have that ski today under 
another label as a package, and you can 
buy it with a release binding and poles for 
around $135. That’s a good deal. Don’t be 
afraid to ask the retailer who it is that 
makes his package skis and which brand 
name ski they are most similar to. 

_ The other route, of course, is the name 

brand ski. Prices can vary a lot here, 
although the odds are that they won’t 
vary as much this year and in the future 
as they have. The ski industry built up ex- 
travagant inventories a few years ago, and 
in combination with poor snow years the 
oversupply did a job on a lot of ski shops. 
But it was great for the consumer. That 
situation has largely corrected itself. 
However, a smart and patient shopper 
who watches the sales can get bargains. 

Usually, the name brand that is offered 
at a significant discount is what is termed 
a “close-out.” It may be last year’s unsold 
ski that some buyer picked up at a low 
price. 
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Ski Show/Expowinter ’75, the annual 
ski show that is the harbinger of the New 
England winter sports season, will be 
held November 14, 15 and 16 at the 
Hynes Veterans Auditorium, Pruden- 
tial Center, Boston. 

The show will feature ski exhibits, 
demonstrations and clinics. Performers 
will include Scotty Brooksbank, the 
1975 world champion freestyle skier, 
Rudi “Clown Prince of Skiing’’ Wyrsch, 
Darryl Ferges, known for his amazing 
acrobatics on the ski deck, and Bill 
O’Leary and Tisha Green. One of the 
- highlights promises to be a new ski- 
jumping demonstration. 

More than 100 exhibitors will be set 
up at Expowinter ’75, offering bargains 
in travel and equipment. Show visitors 
will get a chance to comparison shop, as 
well as to see what new products will be 
on the market this year. 

Another popular bargain feature be- 
ing presented at the show is the Giant 
Ski Swap, a center for selling off or pur- 
chasing used-but-in-good-condition ski 
equipment and clothing. Also included 
in the Giant Ski Swap stock will be sur- 
plus stock from manufacturers. 

Ski magazine will have a booth at the 
show, and they will offer a number of

services to visitors, including a begin- 
ner’s show tour that will contain guides 
and clues on how to start skiing right. 
Ski will provide free, continuous GLM 
(graduated length method) ski lessons. 
Ski representatives will also exhibit new 
skis, boots and bindings at the Skiing 
Equipment Center and will offer free, 
expert help in selecting new equipment. 

For the fashion conscious, Expowin- 


Show. The show, hosted by Barbara Al- 
ley, fashion editor of Skiing magazine, 
will preview new skiwear for 1976. 

Film buffs will be able to view 100 
minutes of the year’s best skiing during 
the showing of six films at the Samson- 
ite Ski Film Festival Theater. In addi- 
tion, those interested in showing ski 
movies in their homes or at their clubs 
will be able to book movies at the Halco 
Ski Film Library exhibit. 

Both expert and would-be skiers will 
have an opportunity to take “lessons” 
from champion skiers. Nordic cham- 
pion Joe Pete Wilson will teach the spe- 
cial ease of cross-country skiing. Wilson 
is an author, Olympian, ski instructor, 
sports car racer, sky diver, bobsled racer 
and tennis player, and is a well known 
expert on ski touring. 


One of the advantages of buying in a 
specialty ski shop, of course, is supposed 
to be service. If you’re not sure which ski 
is for you, if you really want an expert to 
fit you in boots that will be comfortable, 
then the full price you pay at a ski shop is 
supposed to be for that service. 

We say “‘supposed to,” because, unfor- 
tunately, all ski shops and ski salesmen 
are not uniformly dependable. A good ski 
shop that really does its job is worth the 
extra bucks. Contrariwise, the shop that 
does not do its job rips you off. Obviously, 
the better you know ski equipment and 
your needs, the less you need an expert 
sales force and the more confidently you 
can shop the discount houses and sales for 
bargains. 

One tool for finding the right ski that is 
still too seldom used is the demo. A good 
ski shop usually has a limited supply of 
demos and will make them available, 
when possible, to its regular customers. In 
addition, many area shops have a supply 
of demos. In this scheme they charge a fee 
for using a pair for the day (usually more 
than a daily rental, $10 or so), and deduct 


the rental price should you purchase a 
pair of skis. 

‘Ski importers and manufacturers also 
set up demo days at ski areas when skiers 
can try different models. 

You wouldn’t want to buy a car without 
having driven it, and the same can be said 
for skis. The problem is that there aren’t 
too many demos around. It can seem ex- 
pensive to lay out premiums to rent skis 
you may not buy. But if you want to be 
sure, it’s the safest way. And if you’re a 
regular customer at a good shop, you may 
get the demos as a courtesy. Don’t be 
afraid to tell the retailer you want to try a 
demo before buying. 


Shopping for Skis 


One nice thing about looking for skis 
today is that there’s been such 
technological improvement in the past 
five years that the worst of them are 
better designed and more durable than 
many you could buy in earlier years. The 
ski you buy may force you to alter your 
present style of skiing because of the way

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DOES THE TEAM 
HAVE CHANCE? 


US Alpine team members Greg Jones and Cindy Nelson

Last month, some young American ski 
racers and their coaches spent two days in 
the mountains above Innsbruck. Very 
carefully, the kids examined the steep 
trails that the world will watch them ski 
three months from now. 

It’s an Olympic year again (Feb. 4-15), 
and something strange seems to be hap- 
pening. American coaches are not talking 
about medals. American skiers are not 
talking much at all. And nobody has been 
heard grumbling or complaining. On the 
contrary, the only activity noticeable in 
the American camp has been the meth- 
odical, endless training that is necessary 
to win ski races. 

Can this be the American ski team in 
the fall? Those who have followed the ups 
and downs of American ski racers for any 
time at all know the story has been one of 
continual trauma — of near misses and 
surprise wins, of fights with coaches over 
bed checks and hair cuts, of hopes and 
frustrations that always boiled down to 
“wait till next year.” 

But now look what has been hap- 
pening. The Americans finished their 
most promising season in years — maybe 
ever — last spring. They trained hard on 
dry land during the summer. And at Por- 
tillo, Chile in August, they appeared to 
be the dominant team, furthest along in 
training of all the Alpine powers of this 
big Olympic year. And these included the 
Swiss, West Germans and the French. 

“Several of the team members are mak- 
ing dramatic improvements from camp to 
camp,” said US alpine team director 


Hank Tauber. In downhill training at Por- 
tillo, 21-year-old Greg Jones, the Tahoe 
City flash, and teammate Dave Currier of 
Madison, N.H., were exceeding 80 miles 
an hour and actually skiing faster than 
downhill kings Roland Collombian and 
Bernhard Russi of Switzerland. 

Cary Adgate, Billy Taylor and Karl An- 
derson were also skiing extremely well, 
better than they had been at the end of 
the season last spring. 

Among the women, Cindy Nelson, 
probably America’s greatest hope among 
female skiers for an undisputed skiing 
championship since Andrea Mead Law- 
rence, was the fastest gal on the down- 
hill, followed closely by the French. 

In the giant slalom, Jones was reported 
already in mid-season form, with Adgate 
and Phil Mahre close behind. Nelson, 
Beverly’s own little Becky Dorsey and 
Vicki Fleckenstein were all making good 
progress. 

Then, as an understated but striking 
fillip to the summer’s training, Conway, 
New Hampshire’s Abby Fisher won the 
Kandahar of the Andes giant slalom three 
days before her 18th birthday. She edged 
out Nelson of the US and Fabienne Ser- 
rat of France, the 1974 World Champion. 
Nelson won the women’s slalom and the 
combined. Adgate won the men’s giant 
slalom and the combined. 

And this was only August. 

Was it possible? These are American 
kids, and this is an Olympic year. If 
things were going true to form, by now we 
would be buffeted with rumors of dissen- 
tion and tales of how hard it is to get suf- 


ficient preseason training. 

But Tauber, just before returning to the 
U.S. with the team after training for three 
weeks on-snow at Solden, Austria, could 
say, ‘“Snow conditions have been very fav- 
orable for us. We’ve been running 500 to 
600 gates in slalom and giant slalom each 
day, and every member of the team is ski- 
ing extremely well — no exceptions!” 

What’s more, people are beginning to 
believe him, if for no other reason than be- 
cause the competition certainly is. The 
Austrians or World Cup champion Gus- 
tavo Thoeni may not be worried. But the 
“Kiddie Korps,”” as many of the young 
Americans were dubbed last winter, have 
been provoking more than a little atten- 
tion among the Alpine powers of Europe. 
Last year, a number of the US skiers were 
“comers,” but don’t be surprised if this 
year, like the Red Sox, one or two of them 
finish “better than third.” 

Not that a bronze medal or two 
wouldn’t be highly esteemed in the hun- 
dredths-of-a-second world of interna- 
tional ski racing. Racing honors and the 
U.S. have had a fleeting relationship. 
Barbara Cochran won a gold at Sapporo 
four years ago. Billy Kidd won a gold in 
the combined at the World Champion- 
ships in 1970. And he and Jimmy Heuga 
won a silver and a bronze at the ’64 Olym- 
pics (also at Innsbruck). Outside of those 
headlines, however, American ski racing 
has been a story about faith in the future 
and not a great deal more. So a third in 
any skiing event by an American would be 
a considerable accomplishment, as it al-

ways has been. Only now the Americans 
have a better chance than ever to finish 
consistently in the money. 

Why this should be so rests on an inter- 
esting combination of events, and what 
weight any one of them should get is any- 
body’s guess. 

The traumatic reign of Willy Schaef- 
fler as US alpine program director was fol- 
lowed with a brief stint at the helm by 
Micky Cochran: Marilyn’s, Barbara’s, 
Bob’s and Lindy’s dad. Micky had been 
his children’s (and it seems most of Ver- 
mont’s) ski coach since they first had set 
up a slalom in their back yard. It was log- 


ically reasoned that anybody who could 
develop ski racers as good as the Coch- 
rans should be able to do something for 
the US team. 

“What we need is a good on-hill 
coach!” was the cry of the hour. The only 
problem was that the head man cannot be 
an on-hill coach in today’s big-time world 
of international ski racing. Micky was 
miserable trying to be both a coach and 
an organizer and administrator, which he 
was not. He didn’t last. 

At the same time, the US Ski Associa- 
tion, the sanctioning body for amateur 
skiing in this country, went through a po- 
litical upheaval of sorts.

The never-ending battle between ski in- 
dustry interests (‘‘where can we put our 
money to get the most publicity and pro- 
motional return?”’) and amateur official- 
dom (‘‘how can we raise enough money to 
support this fantastic budget and still 
keep control?”) was resolved — for the 
time being. On balance, the commercial 
interests won, as a subsidiary of the USSA 
was placed provisionally in charge of the 
U.S. Ski Team. 

On the Alpine side Hank Tauber was 
brought back from pasture to oversee the 
whole American racing organization. 
Long-time racing coach Tauber is a 
wealthy and erudite 34-year-old from 
Gloversville, N.Y., with a facility in sev- 
eral languages (important on the racing 
circuit) and a reputation as an excellent 
administrator and a not-so-hot-with-the- 
kids-on-the-hill coach. 

“Just what we need,” said the new peo- 
ple tinkering with the ski team. “Let the 
coaches coach, and Tauber administer!” 
(which includes, obviously, raising money 
and informing the ski world that the 
Americans are doing something right). It 
happens to be working. 


The current coaches on the hill seem to 
have already earned everybody’s respect 
— and to be gaining more with each race. 
People like Hanspeter Rohr, Martin Bur- 
ger and Harald Scoenhaar of the men’s 
team and Sylvain Dao-Lena of the wom- 
en’s are getting results. 


But at the same time they have been 
blessed with some real talent that oppor- 
tunely has come along. They are calling 
young Greg Jones (brother of ex-Oly- 
mpian Vickie Jones, who skied in the ear- 
ly 1960s for Bob Beattie, when he was the 
U.S. head coach) the finest giant slalom 
talent to come along since Billy Kidd. 

His teammates — Geoff Bruce, Cary 
Adgate, Karl Anderson, Andy Mill, Dave 
Currier and Ron Biederman — are also 
showing themselves to be not only tal- 
ented but aggressive and disciplined as 
well. And when you look at the American 


girls, led by 20-year-old Cindy Nelson, the 


girl from the “‘flatlands” of Minnesota 
who became of all things America’s pre- 
mier downhiller, you see a lot of kids on 
the U.S. “B” team able to run with some 
of Europe’s best right now. 

Besides Fisher, skiers like Dorsey, 
Fleckenstein, Susie Patterson and Leslie 
Leete Smith are slowly moving into the 
top seeds in World Cup races. And being 
in the top seed is critical when it comes to 
ski racing. 

Unfortunately, in the one noticeable 
throwback to the days of personality 
clashes, last year’s head women’s coach 
Lane Monroe, who had been very suc- 
cessful, resigned at the end of the season 
in a disagreement over policy. But other 
than that, the American ski racers are go- 
ing into the 12th Winter Olympics looking 
stronger collectively than a U.S. team 
ever has.

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EUROPE: RUNNING 
DOWN THE ALPS— 
AND THE BASICS

Skiing in Europe, this year more than 


’ ever, calls for returning to basics. 


A few years ago the basics were not re- 
quired in European skiing. “Have it your 
way’’ was appropriate when transatlantic 
jet fares were dirt-cheap, the dollar was 
king and most European resorts still 
counted on luring Americans over for a ski 
holiday. 

Just two winters ago you could ski in 
the French Alps very comfortably for a 
week and spend around $400 for the va- 
cation — complete. And that was the first 
year that European ski holidays really 
took a big jump in price. Before that, Eur- 
ope was the place to go to save money. 

But crying over yesteryear won't get 
you onto some of those gorgeous, treeless, 
five-mile runs, 6000-foot verticals or into 
an apres ski life that can’t be duplicated 
anywhere in the world. It won’t let you 
gaze down on the Jungfrau, taste the 
wine, experience the cuisine, feel the 
pulse of life in the Alps in winter. 

And so we are back to basics. Why go to 
Europe anyway? Lesson No. 1: Europe is 
an experience, not just exercise. If you 
want really gorgeous snow and runs that 
can blow your mind, and that’s all, save 
your money and go West. You can do it 
cheaper, stay in a barebones condomin- 
ium that some ski bum may get around to 
cleaning once or twice while you’re there, 
cook in (with maybe one big night out at a 
restaurant that is not likely to have the 
great food), and brown bag it on the hill; 
and when the week is over, you can say 
you have had some fantastic skiing. 

But Europe is another scene. It is the 
ambiance you are buying as much as the 
skiing — that lunch al fresco at the Par- 
enhuette before the long descent (or at 
some small “‘undiscovered”’ chalet strand- 
ed high on an Alp), the night life of Kitz- 
buehel, the cuisine at Chamonix. It is 
shopping and buying crepes and listening 
to the news in another language. It can be 
meeting Japanese or Germans or British- 
ers on ski weeks of their own and finding 
yourself viewing the world from a differ- 
ent perspective, even as new Alpine val- 
leys unfurl beneath your funicular. 

That trip to the French Alps that cost a 
total of around $400 two years ago is going 
to set you back another $200 this winter. 
You can cut it somewhat, and you can 
spend a lot more. But generally “you get 
what you pay for.” 

Those who care what the view is like 
from their room (since they’ve traveled 
across the ocean to see it), those who want 
their service to have a touch of class and 
those who want to feel that they are some- 
where besides a European version of ye 
olde ski dorm — such souls will look very 
carefully at the ground packages. 

And one way to do that, besides talking 
to skiers who have actually been there, is 
to make sure the ground packager has 
long experience putting together Eur- 
opean packages. 
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Packagers buy blocks of rooms and 

sometimes even entire hotels at special 
rates. The better hotels and pensions (and 
we are assuming you are not going to Eur- 
ope to stay at the Hilton), on the other 
hand, have a faithful clientele that has of- 
ten been coming back to its favorite rooms 
for a generation or more. What is left over 
goes to the packagers; and the most expe- 
rienced, best known packagers generally 
get first pick. So the particular week that 
you go and what packager you are signed 
up with are likely to have something to do 
with the quality of your accommoda- 
tions. . 
Let’s compare a couple of prices. 
Europe on Skis, a major and experienced 
packager, can put you in a three star ho- 
tel with half board (continental break- 
fasts and choice of lunches or dinners) for 
seven nights at Zermatt for anywhere 
from $195 to $390. A two-star hotel with 
half board ranges from $185 to $220. 
(Prices depend on high or low season and 
the specific hotel. November is lowest, 
January next, February highest, and 
spring up for grabs, depending on the re- 
sort. Normal taxes, ground transporta- 
tion and transfers are included in the 
cost.) Add to the above about $62 for six 
days of lifts and $29 for group ski lessons if 
you want them. If you'll need to rent 
equipment, figure an approximate $31 
more for the week. Now add the ap- 
proximate GIT group winter fare for Bos- 
‘ton-Zurich/Geneva ($346, not including 
transportation taxes and not valid from 
Dec. 15 to Jan. 4). The total ranges from 
around $625 to better than $825. 

Europe on Skis also has made the 
ground arrangements for a number of one- 
week ski holidays at major European re- 
sorts in connection with the new One- 
Stop Inclusive Tour Charters (OTC) avail- 
able this year. These particular charter 
programs were put together by Swissair 
and The Kemwel Group, Europe’s big car 
rental agency, and include Zermatt. 

The OTC Zermatt charter costs $429 in 
February and $399 in March and in- 
cludes round trip air transportation from 
New York or Boston to Geneva on a char- 
tered, wide-bodied Swissair plane, seven 
nights in a twin bedded room with hot 
and cold running water in a two-star ho- 
tel (for private bath/shower add $40), con- 
tinental breakfasts, ground transfers, 
tips, taxes, baggage handling at Geneva 
airport and departure taxes. 

Add in the price of your dinners, lifts 
and/or lessons, and you can see that the 
charter will cost you about $100 less than 
a regular EOS package. 

Be aware, however, that the more pre- 
paid arrangements in your package, the 
better financial deal it is likely to be. Ex- 
change rates and discounts, etc., plus the 
high price of food make dining out in most 
of the European resorts potentially expen- 
sive. The $100 you thought you saved 
could literally get eaten up. (All the above 
prices are per person, based on double oc- 
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cupancy. Singles are higher.) 

Here are a few sample charter prices 
(including basic land arrangements noted 
above) to help you in your comparative 
shopping: The Kemwel Group has Bos- 
ton departures in February, March or Ap- 
ril to Chamonix ($369), Zermatt ($429/ 
$399), St. Anton ($389), Kitzbuehel 
($389), St. Moritz ($469/$439), Davos 
($445) and city weeks in Zurich or Gen- 
eva for nonskiers ($399). 

The Eastern Ski Association is offering 
its members a number of ski charters 
again, with a roundtrip flight generally 
running $275, up some $40 from last win- 
ter. An ESA chartered week at Flaine 
runs $435, at Val D’Isere or Verbier $485, 
including everything but lunches and ski- 
ing. Two weeks at Kitzbuehel and 
Schruns is $595. 

The beauty of the OTC charters is that 
you don’t have to belong to any group to 
take one. what is necessary is a $100 de- 
posit per person for a reservation, an- 
other $150 by 45 days prior to departure, 
and payment in full by 31 days prior to 
departure. There are heavy penalties for 
cancelling within the 45 days prior to de- 
parture. Health and accident insurance 
are available. 

For more information and a brochure 
and application contact, The Kemwel 
Group, 247 West 12th Street, New York, 
New York 10014; Swissair or other air- 
lines and other packagers; or your travel 
agent. 

Austria 

Innsbruck, capital of the Tyrol in the 
Southwest of Austria (a city, not just a ski 
resort center), has recycled its 1964 Olym- 
pic facilities to handle well over 200,000 
spectators plus participants when the 
Twelfth Winter Olympics takes place this 
coming Feb. 4-15. 

There will be a new, refrigerated com- 
bination bob-sled and luge run, an im- 
proved men’s downhil, 90-meter ski jump 
(with an elevator), and redesigned cross- 
country trails so that spectators can 
watch different events without having to 
trek cross country themselves. 

Visitors can stay in and around Inns- 
bruck, or in the nearby medieval town of 
Solbad-Hall in Seefeld (where the cross 
country and 70-meter jumping will be 
held). Or they might stay as far away as 
Kitzbuehel, the Oetz Valley or Gar- 
misch-Partenkirchen for a combination 
ski vacation and day or two at the games. 
Bus and train service should be plentiful. 

For reservations consult your travel 
agent or Accommodations Center, Or- 
ganizationskomitee der XII Olympischen 
Winterspiele, Olympia-Eisstadion, 
A6020, Innsbruck, Austria. 

Tickets for the Games themselves are 
being handled by the Austrian National 
Tourist Office, 545 Fifth Avenue, New 
York, N.Y. 10017 (phone: 212-697-0651). 
An Alpine skiing multiple events ticket 
costs $40.90; Nordic $37.75.

The Austrian chamber of commerce 
types like to say that Innsbruck is a big 
picturesque city where nothing gets done 
at midday because everyone goes skiing. 
Besides the downhills at Igls and the sla- 
loms and giant slaloms at Lizum, there 
are open to tourists little-changed 15th 
century wine cellars, shops and an insti- 
tution known as the American Table at 
the Schwartzer Adler on Tuesday nights. 

If you’d like to be there for the Games 
and still be handy to great skiing, alpine 
enthusiasts probably will try to get into 
one of the small hotels around Axamer Li- 
zum on the outskirts of Innsbruck. Nordic 
buffs (yet those who still want some good 
downhill terrain) will probably opt for 
Seefeld, a short train ride from Inns- 
bruck, where the biggest and most elab- 
orate touring trails in the Alps are lo- 
cated. 


The Montafon Valley in the southeast 
of the province of Vorarlberg is ‘‘Heming- 
way country.” Papa brought it to the at- 
tention of fellow expatriates and even- 
tually the literary world in The Snows of 
Kilimanjaro. Some untold runs of pow- 
der and maybe 150 miles of groomed runs, 
enough lifts for the Austrians to call it a 
“stadium,” prices and apres ski a bit 
more modest than at the chic “‘name’”’ re- 
sorts all lie some 15 miles east of neigh- 
boring Davos, Switzerland. 


Here in this small valley you can stay at 
any one of several villages, each with its 
particular type of ski atmosphere. With- 
in a 10-mile radius you'll have 50-odd lifts 
on nine mountains at your disposal for 
around $40 for seven days in high season. 
There are runs for every grade of skier, 
with the highest lift facility reaching 3700 
feet above timberline, which is at 4000 
feet. This winter the Eastern Ski Asso- 
ciation is running four charters to 
Schruns, the largest of the Montafon’s 11 
resort villages. 


France 


The French Alps, like the rest of the 
Alps, provide some fantastic skiing. But 
picking France for a ski week probably 
rests to a large extent on one very special 
dividend: the delights of French cooking. 
If you don’t go to France for the food, 
you’ve got to be missing half the pleas- 
ure. Of course, in some of the newer 
French resorts you can order a hambur- 
ger for lunch, but you ought to be fined for 
doing so, at least during the first four days 
of your vacation. After that, you may or- 
der the hamburger in self-defense. How 
many sumptuous lunches on Alpine peaks 
can a skier used to cafeteria lines take? 

The othet thing people talk about in the 
French Alps is the spectacular architec- 
ture of the newer high-rise ski resorts. La 
Plagne, Flaine, Avoriaz really look and 
feel like something out of 200]. You may 
travel by telecabine, walk for miles in un- 
derground or indoor shopping arcades,

never go outside your high-rise except to 
ski, if that’s your preference. 

Avoriaz, on a high plateau only 40 miles 
from Geneva (the resorts in the Haute- 
Savoire and in the Savoie are all within 60 
and 100 miles, respectively, of Geneva), is 
one of the new French resorts but is con- 
sidered one of the most architecturally 
pleasing. Clean lines, wood, no cars, no 
traffic, and a 3750-foot vertical are among 
the attractions. (Avoriaz and La Plagne 
will host an International Ski and Jazz 
Festival, Jan. 17-28.) 

At Avoriaz you can get a Franco-Swiss 
ski pass that lets you ski across the bor- 


der and enjoy some 465 lifts and countless 
runs. Avoriaz itself is fairly easy; Cham- 
pery more difficult. 

Flaine in the Haute-Savoie is so close to 
Geneva it is a weekend area for that city 
(and thus encumbered with long lift-lines 
at times). It is a futuristic complex feat- 
uring the biggest and most sophisticated 
snowmaking system in the world. This 
year a new link-up with neighboring Sa- 
moens will nearly double Flaine’s area. 
High-rise condominium colenies, chal- 
lenging skiing, far-out architecture, and a 
GLM ski school are all a part of Flaine. 

France’s best known resorts, of course, 
are her traditional ones: huge Chamonix,

sophisticated and very social Megeve, and 
Jean Claude Killy’s home town Val 
D’Isere, to name but three. Courcheval is 
perhaps a transitory link between the old- 
er traditional resorts and the new self- 
contained ones. Most of the skiing at 
Courcheval can be done right from your 
hotel. . 


Switzerland 


Switzerland and skiing go together like 
mountains and clean air. They are the 
most natural, beautiful, totally organic 
combination yet devised on this planet for 
the complete alpine experience. 

Zermatt sits in the shadow of the Mat- 
terhorn with its traditional hotels, its 
neat, clean chalets and its horse-drawn 
sleighs (no cars allowed), surrounded by 
mountain peaks looming up at all angles 
to heights of more than 11,000 feet. It sits 
there and gloats. 

There are those who say that Zermatt, 
because of its picture-postcard appear- 
ance, has been tending to become too 
commercial. But there are countless oth- 
ers who say they’ll take their two weeks, 
anyway, thank you. 

Three major lift and rail complexes are 
among the highest in Europe. There is 
skiing for all abilities, but generally the 
intermediate terrain lies on top in wide, 
treeless bowls. The lower elevations are 
for experts, and one of the hassles of the 
Trockner Steg tram is the lines of inter- 
mediate and less skilled skiers waiting to 
ride back down to town at the end of the 
day. 

From Zermatt you can ski to Cervinia 
on the Italian side of the Matterhorn, a 
classic skiing experience. Almost as class- 
ic and traditional are the afternoon tea 
dances, the excellent dining, the folk mu- 
sic and, of course, the now ubiquitous dis- 
cotheques. 

St. Moritz could be the most complete, 


most sophisticated, and most expensive: 


ski resort extant. It has everything: the 
grand hotels where you dress for dinner, 
swimming, skating, saunas, some of Eur- 
ope’s best shops, horse racing, a bobsled 
run and superlative skiing to challenge 
the very best experts. But it also has am- 
ple terrain to please less advanced skiers. 
In fact, it is hard to think what St. Mor- 
itz doesn’t have, including crowds. 

Both the mountains and the crowds are 
smaller at Muottas Muragi in nearby 
Pontresina. This is one of five massive 
complexes that surround St. Moritz, and 
it has probably about the easiest skiing. 
Diavolezza boasts intermediate to ad- 
vanced skiing. 

Probably the most celebrated slope, the 
Corvatsch, has just about everything, in- 
cluding glacier skiing in summer. A short 
bus ride across the valley takes you to 
open-bowl skiing with verticals of nearly 
6000 feet. The area was the site of the 1974 
FIS World Alpine Championships. But 
intermediates can find runs for them, too, 
for the terrain is sprawling.

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KASHIWA: 


SWEET SUCCESS 
FOR HANK 


By L. Dana Gatlin 

‘Pro ski racing king Hank Kashiwa is an 
athlete who was only a comer for six years. 

In the “Tortoise and the Hare” scenario 
he was the good guy plodder. Just as he 
was about to win a heat, his skis came off. 
Or it turns out he was too short and skied 
under the electric eye beam at the finish, 
thereby negating a winning effort. In- 
credibly, the same thing would happen 
the following weekend. 

But he kept on while everybody else 
was getting the girl and running off to the 

‘bank. He didn’t blame luck or fate or take 
shelter in transcendental meditation. He 
just kept plugging. 

When all eyes were on hares like Spider 
Sabich, Harald Stuefer, Otto Tschudi, 
Perry Thompson and Hugo Nindl, 
plodder Kashiwa was analyzing what he 
was doing wrong. Two years ago, he work- 
ed patiently with the equipment 
manufacturers he represents until the skis 
stopped coming off and started going 
faster. 

He also worked at relaxing, at first un- 
successfully, as at the Mt. Snow race 
when he went to bed at 10:30 the night 
before a big race and just lay there, un- 
abie to sleep. But as he began to place i in 
the top four in a few races, it got easier to 
relax. There could be a trick to living 
“under the gun all the time,” he decided. 
After finishing third in one race and fail- 
ing to qualify the next day, he concluded 
that \It’s becoming more and more im- 
perative to be organized.” 

Then last winter the 5-foot, 6-inch, 145 
pound ski racer put it all together. It 
began with the opening race of the World 
Pro Skiing circuit when Hank won the 
pros’ head-to-head giant slalom at Vail. It 
ended with the Matterhorn as a backdrop 
as Kashiwa outlasted France’s Henri 
Duvillard to win the 1975 World Pro Ski- 
ing championship. 

In between Kashiwa won a total of 
three victories, including the giant slalom 
at Mount Snow last February, and ac- 
cumulated more points than anybody 
over the long racing season. The net result 
was 360 points, $44,500 in prize money, 
thousands more in additional 
promotional and endorsement contracts 
and the No. 1 position he had sought for 
so long. 

It was a,sweet summer for the modest 
and likeable 26-year-old, who began his 
ski racing as a youngster in upstate New 
York. He had struggled up through the 
ranks to become one of the best slalom 


Kashiwa: trom plodder to plotter 
and giant slalom specialists on the 
American teams of the late ’60s and early 
70s. But in world competition he never 
was quite able to make it big. 

When he turned pro, he had a flash of 
brilliance, winning his first pro slalom. 
But in his rookie year, 1972, he placed 
13th overall and faded to 18th the year 
after. By 1974, however, the plodder had 
climbed back to fourth after a season of 
experimenting with new skis and better 
ways to concentrate. 

“I just didn’t know what my goals were 
in pro racing — or my life,” he has said. 
But last year, with the help of an im- 
proved racing ski designed for him by 
Hart, the ski manufacturer he represents, 
Hank was sure he wanted to be No. 1. 

As it turned out he was. But Duvillard, 
one of the French rookies who earlier had 
left the French national team in a huff to 
come to America to get in on the pro ski 
cash, wound up with more victories and 
more money. A brilliant and competitive 
racer in the pro head-to-head, dual 
slalom, short-course, many-heats format, 
Duvillard won an unprecedented 10 vic- 
tories plus four seconds for a total of $52,- 
200 in prize money — nearly $8000 more 
than Kashiwa. 

But Duvillard got fewer championship 


points because Kashiwa finished among 
the front runners consistently throughout 
the season, while hares like Duvillard 
combined a number of disqualifications 
and poor finishes with their triumphs. 

Now, it’s Duvillard who says he would 
“like to finish first in the pros.”” He says 
he wants it more than he wanted the 
coveted World Cup when he was an 
amateur. And that is something, for 
Duvillard twice ranked second overall in 
World Cup competition. 

And what about Kashiwa? What does 
he have planned for the 14 big pro races 
coming up, starting in Europe in late 
November and winding up at Vail in April 
after a winter of racing in major 
metropolitan centers across the country? 
“TI want to win the most money too,” he 
acknowledges. ‘I have my goal for 1976.” 

When it comes to saying what you’re 
going to do to the opposition, Hank is not 
exactly Muhammad Ali. Still, look what 
he did to the ABC Superstars last August 
when he became skiing’s sixth pro to com- 
pete with stars at sports other than their 
own specialties. Hank won three events — 
rowing, the 880-yard run and the obstacle 
course run — to take second place in his 
heat and $8700. (He beat out Bobby Hull 
in the rowing when Hull lost an oar at the 
finish.) Come next Feb. 21-22, he will be 
in the televised Superstars finals, vying 
for top spot. 

Before that, besides his busy racing 
schedule, he will be taking part in such 
television spectacles as the “Challenge of 
the Sexes,’ in which he will race against 
women ski racers. 

The CBS hoopla may help to broaden 
his public recognition, but you can’t help 
wondering what all of the extracurricular 
activities will do to his concentration as 
Duvillard bears down. Last winter, he 
managed to keep to himself a good deal. 
Often during the week, between weekend 
racing dates, he would take his girl and fly 
down to Florida for golfing and sun, seek- 
ing total relaxation and a clear head. - 
Now, his words of the past come to mind. 

“My biggest challenge is keeping my 
thoughts going in one direction. Keeping 
in the gates, concentrating. Try not to 
think about the traveling, the bad meals 

. not missing your girl friend. 

“T want to continue to improve on my 
position. I never say I plan to win 
everything. Of course, I want to win. But 
I'll never come out and say, ‘T’ll be the 
greatest.’ I’d rather just plug away and let

the results speak for themselves.” 

Kashiwa talks about ‘‘knowing yourself 
well enough”’ to get into a winning frame 
of mind. “I’ve tried self-hypnosis, and I 
think there’s no substitute for determina- 
tion and the will to win.” Horatio Alger 
couldn’t have said it better. 

Meanwhile, the New York-born 
Japanese-American has taken his in- 
creased earnings and begun to invest in a 
longheld dream: a really good Japanese 
restaurant — the first of what he hopes 
will be several across the country. 

A year ago, he left the state of 
Washington, where he was living, and 
brought his restaurant idea back to Aspen 
— along with a partner and his own exper- 
~ tise in Japanese cooking. Not finding the 
opening he needed, he headed for Steam- 
boat. Now, Hank is skiing for Steamboat 
and the resort has a new Japanese 
restaurant — ‘‘Kashiwa.” 

One potential option, should 
“Kashiwa’”’ prove successful, would be to 
sell to one of the restaurant chains in 
seven or eight years “‘for a lot of money,” 
the owner says. He may be a plodder, but 
Hank isn’t dumb. 

What he is is unflappable. Last winter 
he found himself in a near plane crash as 
the aircraft lost power in a storm outside 
Denver. It was a close call, but Kashiwa 
grins about it. Then just last month he 


was supposed to attend a ski writers 
meeting in Western Massachusetts during 
one of October’s torrential rain storms. 
There were a lot of people, he said, who 
had stood by him for a long time and he 
wanted to thank them. When scheduled 
aircraft were grounded, he chartered a

plane and hedgehopped from Minneapo- 
lis. 

Such toughness should be enough to re- 
mind his competitors that Kashiwa 
means “oak”. That’s a good tag for a 
durable skier who has stuck in there after 
a slow start to become world champion.

Just an hour from Montreal via the 
Autoroute lies one of North America’s 
most celebrated skiing and after-skiing 
meccas, the Laurentians. 

Some 32 major ski centers in a 35-mile 
radius offer 174 lifts and 23 chair lifts tak- 
ing skiers up to countless ski runs. The 
great majority of these are not big moun- 
tains or long runs, but mile for mile they 
offer as much fun as any in the East. 
Moreover, Mont Tremblant itself is one of 
the biggest and most challenging moun- 
tains in North America, with 65 miles of 
trails for all abilities. Tremblant has a 
vertical drop of 2300 feet. 

Six Laurentian centers feature night 
skiing, and most of them now are but- 
tressed with snowmakers. Beginner’s runs 
abound, and the French Canadians here 
pride. themselves on their ski schools, 
which have instructors certified by the 
Canadian Ski Instructors Alliance.

The Laurentians’ Maple Leaf Trail was 
the breeding ground of North American 
cross country skiing, according to the na- 
tives. 

The sport has never been more pop- 
ular, and each year new cross country 
trails are being prepared. Snowshoeing 
and sleigh rides are also popular. 

Most of the people here know the 
mountains as Les Laurentides, and the re- 
gion has a special French flavor of its own. 
It’s not only the skiing but a stroll through 
a village like St. Sauveur or Val-David, a 
quiet drink while you listen to a chanson- 
nier, a look around some boutique, the 
French-Canadian cuisine or dancing at a 
disco. Le apres ski is definitely a big rea- 
son for a Laurentian winter holiday. 

All too soon the maple sap starts run- 
ning, and spring skiing gets under way. 
The locals get a second wind, and a whole 
new season begins. 

All-inclusive ski weeks are the way 
most people enjoy the Laurentian hotels, 
most of which either own their slopes or 
are affiliated with a particular center. 

A typical Laurentian ski week starts on 
Sunday afternoon and includes lodging, 
meals plus lift fees and lessons. Also part 
of the deal are welcome parties, Swiss fon- 
due parties, wine and cheese tasting par- 
ties, sleigh rides, ski movies and contests. 
Action is not confined to the slopes. 


Many resorts have ski areas within 
walking distance. Others provide trans- 
port to the nearest hill or to a selection of 
hills during a week. At the end of the day 
the ski instructors become an important 
part of the hotel’s social life. 

All the ski centers rent ski equipment. 
Rental charges run from $5 to $9 a day, 
$35 to $45 a week. 

They also have children’s programs to 
keep the kids happy and teach them to ski 
while mom and dad take to the hills. 
Baby sitters are available on request. 

Prices are reasonable although the $25 
weekends of a couple of years ago are no 
longer available. You can go luxury all the 
way at the rustic but beautiful Mont 
Tremblant Lodge or Cuttle’s Tremblant 
Club, but you can also find good lodging 
at attractive prices both daily and weekly. 
A few examples: 

At the Gray Rocks Inn and Chateau at 
St. Jovite/Mt. Tremblant, daily rates run 
from $21 to $39.50, which provides three 
meals, ski lifts, lessons and apres ski en- 
tertainment. Low season seven-day ski 
weeks run from $166 to $267 complete. 
High season: $211-$291.50. The accom- 
modations range from a shared cottage 
without bath to a luxurious suite. 

Hotel La Sapiniere at Val David has 
low season rates of from $20 to $24 per day 
complete; February and March $24-$32; 
and Christmas week $28-$36. 


At le Pinoteau hotel and cottages over- 
looking Lac Tremblant the rates run from 
$25 to $35; weekly rates go from $209 to 
$269. 

At the Laurentian resorts, of course, all 
meals and activities are normally includ- 
ed in the package price. 

Since this is an Olympic year with the 
summer Olympics slated for Montreal, 
you might want to take off a day early and 
prowl some of the Olympic sites and en- 
joy a night on the town in Montreal. 

From Boston the Laurentians are a sev- 
en to nine hour drive depending on whe- 
ther you skirt Montreal during a rush 
hour or not. 

The Laurentians are unique, of course, 
but knowledgeable Quebecois do a lot of 
their skiing in the Eastern Townships. 
Along with Jay Peak, Vt., five respect- 
able-sized Quebec mountains offering in- 
terchangeable ski week privileges are 
within an hour’s drive of each other. They 
belong to the Ski East association. 

The areas are Mount Sutton, 1500 feet 
over the small village of Sutton; Mount 
Echo, 10 miles from Sutton; Owl’s Head 
near Mansonville; Mount Orford, two 
miles from the town of Magog; and Bro- 
mont, 44 miles southeast of Montreal. 

They are available for some surpris- 
ingly good skiing from November through 
April, when the Township slopes get an 
average 180-inch snowfall.

it is made to ski. Chances are it will do 
what the company claims it will do. If you 
make the requisite adjustment in your 
skiing, you’ll probably have a ski you can 
enjoy for some time. 

Ever since hotdogging arrived on the ski 
scene, the trend has been toward shorter 
skis. Few alpine skis are made longer than 
200 centimeters today. Only those who 
really want speed, like downhill and GS 
racers, need the stability of the longer 
lengths. Shorter skis, of course, make it 
easier to initiate turns. And if you’re into 
freestyle, they are a must for ballet, trick 
skiing and today’s brand of mogul skiing. 

However, there is a counterrevolution 
going on. The shorter skis have made 
many mogul fields into mine-fields for 
those skiing on more conventional 
lengths. The arcs on the moguls cut by 
short skis are not compatible with the arcs 
cut by longer skis. And some feel that the 
quick, short jumping down a fall line with 
short skis is removing some of the grace 
from the sport. Out West sales of slightly 
longer skis are creeping back up. And the 
trend is also noticeable in parts of the 
East. 


Ski manufacturers today generally 
make conventional skis (in shorter lengths 
than they used to, usually from around 
175 to 200 cm.) and various kinds of short 
skis (perhaps from 150 or 160 cm. to 185 
cm. or so). The difference in the skis is 
much more than one of length. The inner 
construction of the better short fiberglass 
skis allows them to give a stable ride to a 
big person who would feel very wobbly on 
a conventional ski of the same length. 

The kind of ski that’s right for you 
depends upon the way you ski. Here 
again, a good ski sales person is in- 


valuable in matching you with a ski that » 


fits your technique and style. It helps, of 
course, to know something about how skis 


behave. One of the best brief primers on * 


the rudiments of flex and torsional rigidi- 
ty, balance, pressure distribution and 
flex, side-cut and flex, damping and 
vibration, and camber is in the October 
issue of Ski magazine. On pages 114 and 
115 the basics are laid out. 

In very simple terms here is one ski 
salesman on matching skis and skiers. “A 
skier who is traversing most of the time — 
rather than skiing the fall line — will 
probably need a ski with a relatively soft 
flex because of its easier turning 
characteristics. But he will also want a ski 
with at least medium torsional rigidity so 


that it will hold on hard pack as he is” 


traversing.

“A bump skier will probably prefer a 
longer “short ski” — 185 or 190 cm. — 
that’s soft in the shovel. Someone who 
makes carved, giant slalom turns 
probably would be happier with a good 
regular-length, recreational ski. A heavier 
skier coming down in length usually re- 
quires a short ski rather than a short 
regular-length ski because its inner con- 
struction is built to withstand heavy 
loads.”’ 

Now, here’s a tip for economy-sized 
females who want to save money. A lot of 
retailers are selling well-made junior skis 
to women. “A woman around five-two, 
116 pounds or so, fits beautifully into a 
pair of junior skis,” notes one. 

* 

Here are a few developments in specific 
brands and models: 

Dynastar has added a new racing base 
to its best lines and improved the con- 
struction of its Freestyle and Short Swing 
Models. The new Laser ($160) is supposed 
to perform acceptably for intermediate to 
advanced recreational skiers in varying 
conditions. 

Fischer has a flashy looking C4 Free at 
$185 for hotdoggers looking for something 
new. In a ski market that is seeing com- 
panies consolidate their various lines 
somewhat, Fischer still maintains a wide 
assortment of models. 

Hart has changed the tops of several of 
its models to improve durability and flex- 
ibility. A new Super Comp ($200) has 
replaced the Comp. 

K2 has made the biggest changes in all 
of its lines since it went red, white and 
blue half a decade ago. It’s got a 
lightweight ski (the 244 at $185) that is 
supposed to take some of the fatigue out 
of aggressive bump skiing. K2 also makes 
a number of package skis. 

Kastle has produced six models for the 
American market at a price range of $120 
to $210. 

Kneiss! has the soft-flexed Freestar 
series ($185, $195) for trick skiers. 

Olin has revamped its entire line, in- 
cluding a brand new no-groove Ballet 
model at $188 (150 and 160 cm. only). 

Rossignol continues to dominate the 
market with a spread of models from $135 
to $235, not counting Rossi’s very popular 
junior models. The Equipe, ST 650 and 
ROC 550 have been replaced with two 
newly engineered $200 models: the ST 
Competition and the ROC Competition. 
The high-performance short ski Smash 
($170) is supposed to have been made 
tougher for greater stability, and the Ex- 
ibition S ($145) comes in a softer, more 
forgiving version. 


Buying Boots and Bindings 


Boots and bindings are really a lot more 
critical than skis. But choice is much 
more limited. Boots, or what Canadian 
ex-Olympian Nancy Greene used to call 
her ‘‘torture chambers,”’ need to be

relatively comfortable. For almost 
everyone, everything else is secondary. 

Bindings must be compatible with your 
boots. They should also be right for the 
kind of skier you are. In these two 
departments, more than anywhere else, 
you need the services of an expert 
salesman. That you don’t always get ex- 
pert service, even in a supposedly high- 
priced specialty ski shop, is illustrated by 
the experience of my wife. 

She needed boots. She has skied for 
some time but in recent years not a great 
deal and remains at the lower in- 
termediate level. She also hates to shop. 
The first pair of boots she tried on in the 
ski shop felt pretty good at first. The price 
was acceptable. She walked around a lit- 
tle and said to herself, “‘sure, why not?” 

Unfortunately, the salesman did not 
play devil’s advocate; did not study her 
extremely wide foot, did not go through a 
lot of testing to make sure that that boot 
was really going to fit. 

The result is that my wife wound up 
with a pair of boots that have nearly killed 
both her and the fun of skiing. Be tough 
on yourself and if necessary the salesman 
when buying boots. You must be ready to 
shop. And keep this cardinal rule in mind: 
if it hurts in the shop, it’ll kill you on the 
slope. Any salesman who says otherwise is 
either ignorant or lying. 


When you’ve found a pair that seems 
right, spend half an hour walking around 
the shop. Do deep-knee bends and 
simulate various skiing maneuvers to test 
how they feel. One thing those exchanging 
older boots for the new, all-plastic models 
with flow-type padding should remember 
is that they are generally not designed to 
grip your foot like a glove. One can have 
control without being constricted, and the 
newer designs, even though they feel 
looser on the foot, prove it on the slopes. 
The high backs and novel design, of 
course, will force you to change your style 
of skiing if you’ve been used to a lot of the 
old ‘up unweighting.” The salesman 
should be able to explain all this to you 
and be willing to assist you after a sale if 
your boots (or your style of skiing) need 
adjusting. If the salesman does not seem 
likely to do this, you’d be better off at 
another shop. 

This year’s boot models have a much 
softer flex and more padding than 
previous years’. The switch is in response 
to the cry for comfort. 

Bindings have increased in price more 
than any piece of equipment. The top-of- 
the-line models now run from around $90 
to over $110, and you can spend $135 for 
the Burt retractable Competition. The 
lower-end recreational models generally 
run at least $50. Junior bindings run from 
$20 to $30. 


Here again, you need real expertise, 


‘from the salesman, who must sell you a 


binding that will be compatible with your 
boots, and even more from the mechanic, 
who mounts them and adjusts them to 
suit your level of skiing ability. 

The new developments this year are ski 
brakes or stoppers (various devices to stop 
the ski after a fall, making safety straps 
unnecessary) and new design concepts in 
the Moog and Wulf models. Bindings 
themselves continue to get better. The 
plate-type binding has made some big in- 
roads, and with relatively inexpensive 
($20) and proven plate-type bindings 
(such as Besser) available for kids, 
parents have no excuse for taking risks by 
skimping on their youngsters’ bindings. 
For that matter, bindings are a feature no 
one should try to save money on. 

Once you buy a decent binding, 
however, you must know how to adjust it 
and make sure it is in working condition. 
Binding checks at the beginning of each 
season should be standard operating 
procedure. A good shop will service you. 

In the past year a controversial study 
has cast some doubt on the effectiveness 
of antifriction devices — those teflon pads 
for your toe to rest on (in some cases they 
are mechanical-type AFDs). 
Nevertheless, the consensus remains that 
properly installed AFDs do lower the coef- 
ficient of friction between your boot and

Out of the clutches of the banks and full 
speed ahead! 

That might be the winter war cry of a 
lot of (New Englanders, skiers as well as 
resort operators, as another ski season 
gets under way. 

Last winter was beautiful. It actually 
snowed. The mountain people walked 
outdoors and studied the little white 


flakes and everybody said, ‘See? The end_ 


of the world is not here yet after all.” 
After a snow famine of nearly three years 
— and the 1973-"74 season of no gas, car 


pools and charter buses — some people 
had begun to wonder. 

But then last season came. Snow 
brought out the skiers. The jangle of cash 
registers brought the sound of laughter. 
New England had snow, and all was right 
with the world: 

Furthermore, the long range forecast for 
this season looks good. Lots of precipita- 
tion — snow in the mountains — good old

annual predictions. Only thing to watch 
out for is that spring is likely to come ear- 
ly, and without last April’s Nor’easter. 
Spring skiers take note and plan your get- 
aways early. 

This year more than ever planning is 
the name of the game. With careful plan- 
ning skiers should be able to take advan- 
tage of a host of tempting packages. Mini- 
holidays, two and three day escapes, five 
to seven day ski week discount offers — 
ski resort after ski resort this year_has 
lowered the price tags on some of these 
deals. 

To help you search them out we’ve 
listed a few in a separate article in this 
section. And we’ve looked at some of the 
new money-saving One-Stop Charters 
and other considerations to take into ac- 
count if you’re thinking about a ski week 
out West or in Europe. 

For the nonplanners who are heading 
for the slopes on a Saturday or Sunday 
morning for the day, get ready to shell 
out. A number of areas have raised their 
daily lift prices, although some have held 
the line, and a few have even cut back 
here and there. 

Top prices for an all-day, all-lift ticket 
now run $12 at the most expensive Ver- 
mont resorts, $11 and $11.50 at those in 
New Hampshire. Lift tickets in the 


smaller mountains of Massachusetts ” 


generally run a little less and in the big-’ 
ger mountains of Maine less yet. (See 
resort listings.)

Still, a one-day ticket often means pay- 
ing through the nose and waiting in lift 
lines for the privilege. The planners who 
work out a two-or-more day ski trip — 
even one with, a Friday or Monday tied 
onto a weekerld — generally will get price 
breaks, some of them significant. The 
idea, of course, is to get more people to use 
lifts and trails during non-peak periods. 

One group that is using the trails more 
without taking to the lifts is the ski 
tourers. Cross-country skiing has been 
growing at a healthy pace. At Waterville 
Valley officials report that their ski tour- 
ing program is the fastest growing activity 
on the mountain. 

While all the major alpine resorts have 
added cross country facilities, various ski 
touring centers now cater exclusively to 
the kick and glide set, which includes the 
growing numbers of participants in winter 
camping, mass-start cross country races 
and just plain quiet treks through winter 
woods or golf courses. 

The Ski Touring Council is a trade 
group that runs tours and touring work- 
shops and publishes a guide to more than 
300 ski touring areas and trails in the 
Northeast as well as a schedule of ski 
touring workshops and guided tours. With 
the growth of touring trails and centers, 
the Council is one of those organizations 
currently, stressing ski orienteering and 
map and tompass reading in the winter.

At the other end of the spectrum, free- 
style skiing continues to capture the im- 
agination — and now the pocket books — 
of a lot of people. At the Stowe Winter 
Carnival this January 17-25, the top 
professsional freestylers will be going for 
an $80,000 purse as the ABC television 
cameras whirl away. That’s the largest 
pot of loot ever offered at any ski event. 
Some say this is not what skiing is all 
about, but that’s another story. 

At the amateur level, Wildcat, in 
Pinkham Notch, N.H., hosts the National 
Freestyle Championships in March. And 
ski schools everywhere continue to offer 
freestyle programs to those wanting to 
master trick skiing. Waterville Valley is 
offering a unique ski-with-the-pros 
program this season. Would-be hotdog- 
gers or advanced skiers can ski four hours 
each day during early December with 
free-style stars Floyd Wilkie, Wayne 
Wong or George Askevold. The $15 fee 
covers lunch but no lifts. During Christ- 
mas week Wong will ski one run daily 
with anybody who meets him at.the top of 
the mountain and charge nothing. For . 
well-heeled hotdoggers, Wong and friends 
offer a full week of skiing instruction dur- 
ing three different weeks. Price: $395 
complete. 

Elsewhere, a summary of new develop- 
ments looks like this: 

Mount Snow won an eleventh hour 
reprieve from going under from debts ap- 
proaching $8 million. Refinancing, tighter 
controls and a lot of hope have brought 
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the area bounding back, ready to open — 
-and with some new programs besides. 

Saddleback in Northern Maine has 
come under new ownership as longtime 
ski entrepreneur John Christie was finally 
foiled by finances — and three lousy snow 
years. Saddleback this year will expand 
into night skiing and snowmobiles. 

And Glen Ellen, that big mountain 
(2600 vertical feet) between Mad River 
Glen and Sugarbush in Vermont, is once 
more under new ownership. The new head 
man is Harvey Clifford, former president 
and general manager of Stratton Moun- 
tain. Glen Ellen is rushing to have the 
mountain in top shape for a (Thanks- 
giving opening. 

New chairlifts in New England this 
season include the first half of another 
double-double chair at Sugarloaf — to go 
almost to the top of the mountain, relieve 
the congestion at the upper Bateau T-bar 
and service all the upper trails straight 
across the mountain to the base of the 
snow fields. : 

Elsewhere operators will install a new 
triple chair at Butternut Basin in Great 
Barrington, Ma., a new one at Suicide 
Six, a new chair replacing the one at Kill- 
ington Mountain and adding uphill lift 
capacity and a new main summit chair at 
Pico, also both replacing the old chair and 
increasing uphill capacity. 

Practically everywhere you look you 
find extended snowmaking facilities, as if 
people weren’t sure it was going to snow in 
New England. One of the big motiva- 
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tions, of course, is to help insure an early 
start on the season. Many of the big snow- 
making plants now provide summit to 
base coverage of some of New England’s 
tallest mountains. That group this year 
includes Cannon, Cranmore, Sugarloaf, 
Stratton and Killington. Bromley, which 
long has covered its mountain with snow- 
makers, has added some expert terrain 
under the guns on the east side. Wildcat 
has gone halfway up its mountain with 
snowmaking. 

In the new-trails-of-note department, 
Bolton Valley has two new ones from the 
top of the mountain. Gunstock has a new 
novice slope. Butternut Basin has 25 acres 
of new trails. Wildcat has built an entirely 
new competition slope (700-foot vertical 
drop) to be used solely for competition 
and training and which will free the 
Lower Wildcat for recreational use. And 
Jiminy Peak in the Berkshires has cut a 
real expert humdinger — a 3000 foot long 
steep glade (1000 foot vertical drop) from 
the top 6f the east section of the moun- 
tain. With big trees left in this natural 
snow bowl, Jericho, the new run’s 
moniker, becomes Jiminy’s toughest trail, 
beating out even Whirlaway. 

Finally, this year’s resort name change 
(you usually can count on at least one 
each year) belongs to Suicide Six and 
neighboring Mt. Tom outside Woodstock, 
Vt. Rock Resorts, the area’s corporate 
owner as well as developer of the 
Woodstock Inn and touring center, is now 
calling the whole shebang ‘“‘Woodstock’s 


Tom and Six.” 

But to anybody who has skied that 
steep little mountain in the past 40 years, 
chances are it will always remain 
“Suicide Six.”

He likes great food, which the 
area has, and young people who behave themselves, 
which sometimes is a challenge but generally the rule. 
Now with two-year-old Pleasant Mt. ‘East, which in- 
terconnects with the original area, there is a greater 
combination of runs than ever. The area has been very 
big on Masters and freestyle ski school classes for the 
kids. It’s primarily a ‘day area,”’ but there’s a great 
upstairs bar which was serving evening meals. As for 
other night life: drive 30 minutes to North Conway or 
go to bed.

With its four chairs Attitash claims to accom- 
modate 4,000 skiers an hour as the second largest ski 
area in the Mount Washington Valley.

the Green Mountains. The skiing is tame for the most 
part although there are a couple of challenging 
pitches. Bolton has added two new trails this year 
from the top of the mountain. There’s a full cross- 
country program, including 35 miles of trails, one of 
which goes 17 miles to the Trapp Family Lodge in 
Stowe. Resort life is self-contained — lodge and din- 
ing room, hotel-type studio condominiums, regular 
condominiums, and a popular family-style ski lodge 
run by a pair of exQuincy skiers. Drom hunters will 
head for the Couching Lion at the base of the access 
road. Only 30 minutes from Burlington, Bolton has a 
package for AMTRAK passengers detraining at 
Waterbury as well as packages with Delta Airlines, in- 
cluding transportation to and from the airport and 
slope-side lodging. You don’t need a car.

After last year’s big push in expansion at Bromley it 
will be a wait before the next projects are completed 
by summer. Under construction: a motel, the Brom- 
ley Sun Lodge, and the Bromley “Super Slide,” a sled 
on wheels which banks and turns in S-curves from 
half-way up the mountain. Bromley has the rights to 
construct one in this country; other slides are in Ger- 
many. This year rates on package plans have been 
lowered across the board and more snowmaking has 
been installed on two expert trails. 


BURKE MOUNTAIN, East Burke. Vertical

Burke is the surprise of the “Northeast Kingdom.” 
Its fairly steep, constant pitch provides ample excite- 
ment and challenge for any skier. But it also offers one 
of the most gentle, broad beginners slopes to be found. 
Burke offers ski week packages featuring lifts, lessons, 
lectures, video taping and canting checks. This year 
Burke installed snowmaking on its race training slope, 
used primarily by young racers from nearby Burke 
Mt. Academy. More than 10 top skiers on the Olym- 
pic-bound U.S. Ski Team have trained at Burke. A 
major feature at Burke is cross country and winter 
nature treks. There are 32 miles of trails, a touring 
center Sugar House in campgrounds, and touring 
workshops every weekend. Big attractions at this area 
are the alpine race training center, the remote frontier 
feeling, and no waiting lines. 


GLEN ELLEN, Fayston. Vertical Descent: 2600. Ex- 
posure: N. & N.E. Lifts: &chairs, 1 T-bar. Trails and 
Slopes: 36 (50 miles). Snowmaking: Yes (20 out of 250 
acres). Lift Rates: Weekends adults all day $11, Jr.

Last year Glen Ellen’s owners, in a $2.4 million 
debt, filed for bankruptcy and cast about for pros- 
pective buyers. This September Stratton’s past presi- 
dent and general manager Harvey Clifford bought the 
area. Since then, Glen Ellen has concentrated on 
shaping up lifts, parking lots and buildings. They are 
in a potentially profitable location, sandwiched be- 
tween Sugarbush and Mad River Glen. 


HAYSTACK, Wilmington. Vertical Descent: 1400 
feet.

Another New England ski resort that has been in 
serious financial trouble. Situated just to the south of 
mammoth Mount Snow, Haystack lies in the booming 
Southern Vermont region that is a focal point of en- 
vironmental interest and concern. It has had its 
problems with finances, creditors and battles with 
local and state authorities over environmental issues 
concerning its big land and condominium develop- 
ment. Haystack officials, however, say they have 
resolved their environmental disputes with the state

Skiing and staying solvent at the same 
time take some scheming, but can be 
done. This year, with just a little plan- 
ning, it’s more possible than ever. 

They want you up there — more during 
the week than on peak-traffic weekends, 
especially for two or more days. And a lot 
of resorts are coming around to giving 
some significant price breaks to get you to 
cooperate. 

If you’re really watching your budget, it 
makes sense to break down costs to a per- 
day basis. Just because the word 
“‘package’”’ is tacked onto the deal doesn’t 
necessarily make it a good one. There are 
packages — and packages. 

Many areas that have not already had 
sky-high weekend lift prices have raised 
prices this year. But there are exceptions, 
and it pays to search them out. 

For example, Berkshire East, a good- 
sized mountain in the Berkshires (Charle- 


| mont, Mass.) that has had financial prob- 


lems in the last couple of years, has reduc- 
ed its all-day, all-lift weekend ticket to $8; 
for juniors 14 and under it’s $6. Husband, 
wife and child can ski for $18 for the day. 
(Discounts for the remainder of the fami- 
ly, too.) 

Some areas have reduced their week- 
day lift prices, but there are areas that 
have hiked the weekday tab this year, 
usually those resorts with a good week- 
day business already. Several areas offer 
price breaks if you tack on a Monday or a 
Friday to your weekend’s skiing. 

Here are a few of the more attractive 
deals: 


Wildcat is offering its two-day escape 
again. (You hate to talk about this one 
because you know that if too many people 
pick it up, it will disappear.) They offer 
two days of skiing (Monday and Tuesday 
or Thursday and Friday) with “free” lodg- 
ing Monday or Thursday night at a par- 
ticipating lodge for $16 in Toto. But you 
have to make reservations before coming 
up, and the rate is based on double oc- 
cupancy. 

Wildcat also continues its ““Twofer” 
Wednesday specials (two for the price of 
one), and will offer a five-day “bed and 
breakfast” package, to include lodging, 
breakfasts and lifts for $65 (based on dou- 
ble occupancy). 

To take advantage of price cuts one 
must be flexible. To anybody with kids in 
school, Loon Mountain is saying in 
effect: Broaden their education, take em 
out of school and with you on a ski week, 
bring some books along, and give every- 
body a break, including the teacher. If 
you do, Loon will let the kids (14 and un- 
der) ski free on a five-day ski week and 
also stay for free at the Inn at Loon Moun- 
tain or a participating lodge with their

parents. The only thing the kids pay for is 
their meals. The applicable weeks are 


Dec. 1 through 22, those of Jan. 5, 12, and 


March 15 through the end of the season. 

Loon is also offering a free midweek 
learn-to-ski day for beginners. And, if 
you’re an established Loon skier and 
bring up a bonafide beginner, Loon will 
also give you a free midweek lift ticket 
later in the season. 

Tyrol in Mount Washington Valley has 
a good deal for either the time-pressed 
skier or the less than fully committed. 
You can buy a ticket for two hours if 
that’s all the time you want to ski. From 
8:30 to 10:30 a.m. a ticket costs $3 ($2 
juniors); 10:30 to 12:30, $4/$3; 12:30 to 
2:30, $4/$3; and 2:30 to closing, $3/$2. 
Such pricing is particularly suitable for 
part-time lodge skiers. 

Discounts can cut down costs, too. The 
Student Ski Association can save 
members money in several ways. Par- 
ticipating members — and there are a 
good many — will let you ski midweek at 
half the weekend price and on weekends 
at at least $1 off and as much as $5.50 off. 
Other areas often will give you their stu- 
dent rate when you present identifi- 
cation. 


SSA also published “Poor Howard’s 
College Guide to Skiing,” which lists low- 
cost lodges near participating areas. 

SSA frequently organizes carnivals or 
special packages ski weeks at certain 
resorts in New England, the Rockies and 
the Midwest. Over 1,000 attended its Mt. 
Snow frolic last year, and price was ob- 
viously one inducement. 


This year’s New England carnivals in- 
clude lodging which the SSA calls first 
class (no dorms), lift tickets and two 
meals a day, plus all SSA activities for 
five days as follows: Mt. Snow (weeks of 
Jan. 4, 11, 18, or 25) $89. Mt. Washington 
Valley (Jan. 4-9) $89. Killington (Mar. 14, 
21, 28) $94. Sugarloaf (Mar. 21-26) $73, 


‘without meals, $98 with. 


SSA membership costs $7. For informa- 
tion contact Student Ski Association, 233 
No. Pleasant Street, Amherst, MA.

Membership in the Eastern Ski 
Association or an affiliated ski club, can 
also give you substantial discounts at a 
number of ski areas and lodges as well as 


on goods purchased at participating ski 


shops. In addition, ESA runs a number of 
charter flights to the West and Europe 
each year. Your $10 dues ($20 for a fami- 
ly) also supports organized skiing in the 
United Ski Association. For further infor- 
mation contact Eastern Ski Association, 
22 High Street, Brattleboro, Vt. 05301. 
Two areas trying discount-type tickets 
this season are Sunday River in Maine 
and Jiminy Peak in Massachusetts. By 


buying a discount pass ($18) at Sunday 
River you get $2 off all weekend and $4 off 
all weekday lift tickets for the season. At 
Jiminy Peak a $12 “Patriot” pass ($10 for 
college students) lets you save $1 on 
weekends and $2 to $3 midweek days, twi- 
lights and nights throughout the season. 

Many areas offer substantial discounts 
to senior citizens, so it pays to tell your 
age if you’re 62 or older and skiing. 

Packages — one price for several days 
of skiing — are too numerous to begin to 
list. This season, however, there are more 
packages to suit particular needs than 
ever before. They come with and without 
lessons, with equipment and without, 
with and without lodging. They must be 
searched out, but the savings can be 
worth the effort. 

Midweek daily lift price at Waterville 
Valley this winter will peak at $9. But 
you can get a multiday package at sub- 
stantially less. Or you can buy a Ski 93 
package valid at the six Ski 93 areas, in- 
cluding Waterville Valley, from three 
days ($24) up to nine days. 

One of the most economical five-day ski 
weeks anywhere is Mount Washington 
Valley’s: five days of skiing can be had at 
either Attitash, Wildcat, Cranmore, 
Black or Tyrol for $30. Mt. Washington 
Valley also offers complete three, four and 
five-day packages (including lodging, 
rentals, taxes, even tips) starting at 
$26.95 per night (available through travel 
agents.) 

Most areas offer group rates and some- 
times a free lift ticket to the organizer. 
But call the area before coming up. 

A number of resorts are breaking down 
their rates to “high season” and “low 
season,’”’ although the terms do not always 
mean what they do in Europe and out 
West. In New England, for the most part 
“low season” refers to pre-Christmas 
Week prices — from Thanksgiving to 
Christmas — and from April until clos- 
ing. High season covers the rest of the 
winter, although most resorts are now 
offering substantial savings on various 
deals to bring you up in January. 

February, of course, is‘most expensive, 
with the Washington’s Birthday vacation 
weeks normally getting top dollar. But a 
few resorts now are giving slightly dis- 
counted weekly rates (from the top daily 
rate) for this crowded vacation week. 

Jay Peak in the far north of Vermont 
has reduced its ski week packages: $35 for 
52 days’ use of lifts; $45 for lifts and 
lessons. 

For those who really get around a lot, 
the Eastern Ski Areas Association 
offers a Ski East Pass good at over 125 ski 
areas in 10 states for $250. You can ski a 
maximum of 10 times at any one area, 
and the pass is good throughout the 
season.

and that Haystack will open, although whether under 
the same ownership is not known. A pleasant area for 
intermediates, it has a junior racing and freestyle pro- 
gram and a ski school program for the handicapped. 


HOGBACK, Marlboro. Vertical Descent: 500 feet. 
Exposure: N., N.E., E., & S.E. Lifts: 4 T-bars. Trails 
and Slopes: 10 trails (4 miles) and 2 slopes (13 acres). 
Snowmaking: No. Night Skiing: No. Lift Rates:

Little Jay and big Jay offer vacationers two moun- 
tains that are interconnected. Plenty of novice and in- 
termediate skiing plus moguls and pitch for advanced 
skiers on the top half of Little Jay and a couple of 
challenging runs off Big Jay. The latter has Vermont’s 
only aerial tram, a spectacular ride and sight. All the 
amenities are slopeside since the 50-unit Hotel Jay 
was built at the foot of the slopes last year. Impressive 
base station complex includes a night club. Young 
Montrealers sometimes bring their night life with 
them. French Canadians like Jay, and the atmosphere 
is international. Nearby ski touring centers. The 
Weyerhauser lumber firm is the money behind the 
place. 


KILLINGTON, Sherburne. Vertical Descent: 3060 
feet.

That 3000-foot vertical drop represents New 
England’s biggest vertical, longest novice run (5 miles 
plus) and the world’s longest gondola — 3' miles in 
three stages from Route 4 to the summit of Killington 
itself. Killington Mt. has glade skiing. Ram’s Head its 
own lodge and intermediate runs. Snowdon inter- 
connects. Snowshed is a beginner’s paradise. And 
Skye Peak is the take-off for that long wandering run 
back to Route 4, should you wish the exercise. 
Killington is an originator of the GLM &ki teaching 
method, which it now calls Accelerated Ski Method 
and sells in assorted packages. Over 900 pupils in a ski 
week are not unusual. Apres ski in such haunts as the 
Wobbly Barn has long lured the swingers. Don’t forget 
your trail map. This year a new double chair has been 
added which repl the popular Killington chair. 
The new lift has a capacity of 1200 skiers per hour, 
double the capacity of the old Killington chair. Also 
new this year !s complete top-to-bottom snowmaking 
on the 1-1/3 mile expert Cascade trail located on 
Killington Mt. Snowmaking now covers 12 miles of 
slopes and trails, giving Killington the “ability to 
provide snow coverage even after damaging weather 
conditions,” according to one spokesman. Teaching 
beginners to ski is Killington’s bag. Ski weekers begin 
in a 900-seat registration center. The process has been 
called an “‘assembly line,” but no one’s denying it 
works. This year for an additional charge Killington 
will video tape each student in first and final classes 
so that a student can see his own progress. If you’ve 
tried to ski elsewhere and failed, Killington could be 
for you. Planes, buses and trains can be met at 
Rutland, White River Junction and Lebanon by the 
Killington-Pico car service.

For the serious skier who wants a challenge and a 
minimum of commercialism and frills.

There's even a huge family race for the regulars in the 
spring and NASTAR races will be held during the 
season. Some of the toughest trails anywhere are at 
Mad River, but also plenty of gentle ones for girl 
friends (boy friends?) or little ones that tag along with 
the ‘serious skier.”” Just make sure you know which 
one you're on. There even have been attempts to 
shave moguls although a bunch of the younger rebels 
picketted against that. Still MR is rugged, challeng- 
ing Eastern skiing. 


MAGIC MOUNTAIN, Londonderry. Vertical

An attempt at transporting a bit of the Swiss Alps 
to the Vermont hills. The skiing is intermediate for 
the most part with an intimidating upper lift line for 
the hot shots. A second summit chairlift and an 1800 
cut-off on ticket sales has helped to reduce lift line 
waits. The addition of lift and lesson or lifts only 
packages may help skiers offset this year’s day ticket 
rate increases. Major trail grooming should greatly 
smooth out some of the runs. Several inns at the base 
village provide pleasant R and R at not what you'd 
call low prices. Magic is one of the North country 
resorts with its own gas station — a big plus if there 
are shortages.

After monstrous financial problems, Mt. Snow has 
managed to refinance in time to insure an early open- 
ing. Not a Disneyland of the North, Mt. Snow carries 
its own brand. Outdoor heated swimming pool, 
Japanese dream pools, indoor skating rink, skis-on 
snack bar — you name it; this resort’s got it. Besides 
all the gimmicks there’s enough good novice and in- 
termediate skiing to accomodate 10,000 skiers at a 
time — and they do it. The North Face lets experts do 
their thing in greater solitude too. This year a ski-the- 
mountain class for experts and upper intermediates 
only will be offered for those who want pointers from 
some top-notch instructors. Besides ski touring 
facilities and a booming GLM program, Snow has a 
recontoured teaching slope and extended snowmaking 
up Standard slope. Night life in the Valley is tailored 
to hungry singles. In fact, swingles, night life, and Mt.

THE GREAT DIVIDE 


By L. Dana Gatlin 

By far the largest expansion in the 
Colorado Rockies this season is the $5 
million Mary Jane complex adding 350 
acres on a new mountain to Winter Park’s 
already sizeable layout. The new Mary 
Jane area will increase Winter Park’s 
capacity close to 80 percent, and in one 
lump (seven years in the planning) add 
four double chairlifts, 18 trails, 100 acreas 
of glade skiing, and 250 acres of trail ski- 
ing. 

Some 60 percent of the new area is 
tailored for advanced to expert skiers, 40 
percent beginner-to-intermediate. Winter 
Park itself, which connects off the top of 
the mountain, is primarily one of the 
country’s top beginner, lower in- 
termediate areas. 

Breckenridge has divided the lower 
double chairlift on Peak 9 and turned the 
upper portion into a triple chairlift. Aspen 
Highlands has replaced a t-bar with a

chairlift and made additions to the 
Highlands Inn and to its tennis complex. 

Skiers will be able to ski from the Big 
Burn to Alpine Springs to Elk Camp 
without having to return to West Village 
because of a big new double chairlift in- 
stalled at Snowmass this season. 

The town of Telluride is now connected 
to the ski slopes by a new double chairlift 
— Telluride’s sixth. 

Vail has spent $1.5 million in further 
expansion over the summer. The invest- 
ment includes a new triple.chairlift in the 
Northeast Bowl and a small double 
chairlift at Eagle’s Nest. Several new 
trails have been added as well. 

Other additions in the Colorado 
Rockies include two new trails at Copper 
Mountain, a new restaurant at Purgatory, 
and a new lift and cross country trails at 
Lake Eldora. 

Now for a look at three big develop- 
ments in the West this season. 


Ski the Summit. 


“Ski the Summit” is the promotional 
name for the combined skiing attractions: 
of three relatively new Colorado resorts: 
Breckenridge, Copper Mountain and 
Keystone. All of them are less than two 
hours from Denver via no mountain 
passes, connected to each other by 
shuttle-bus service and no more than a

half hour apart. They offer in- 
terchangeable four-day and six-day lift 
tickets, which in turn give you entree to 
over 100 miles of trails and 265 lifts. 

In fact, that is the big pitch from ‘Ski 
the Summit” this year. Where else can 
you find such innumerable combinations 
of ski runs to explore in a week of skiing? 

‘Breckenridge is known for its in- 
termediate terrain except for its infamous 
Mach I, a plunge that is regarded as the 
steepest in Colorado, with a grade of 
about 80 percent. 

Breckenridge is also noted for its 
redone, pseudo-mining town, false fronts 


and all. The apres ski life is considerable, 
with over 25 restaurants and 40 shops. 
Keystone is really tailored for the in- 


‘termediate recreational skier. There are 


gorgeous views of the huge man-made 
Lake Dillon, the Gore and Ten Mile 
ranges. Ghost towns (abandoned mining 
claims) in the upper mountains make in- 
teresting cross-country skiing trips. And 
that certainly is one of the attractions in 
“Ski the Summit” country. 

The new Keystone Lodge dominates 
the base, but a number of the aficionados 
speak fondly of the smaller, more rustic 
Ski Tip Ranch, owned by Keystone 
founder Max Dercum.

Copper Mountain has gained the 
reputation of a resort that ‘definitely 
marches to the beat of its own drummer. 
There is a lot of good powder skiing, more 
advanced terrain than has its sister areas. 
The base village is not as big or elaborate 
as the others, but where quantity is lack- 
ing, its reputation for quality has paid off. 
One watering hole which has attracted 
the knowledgeable is That Mexican 
Place, where the food and drinks have 
been gathering good notices. 

All in all, Summit County provides a 
lot of skiing in a week for $50, if you don’t 
mind the free 15-mile bus ride between 
resorts and enjoy exploring new ex- 
periences. It’s obvious the resorts are go- 


ing full-tilt to promote and market the 


idea of an interchangeable ski area vaca- 
tion in the Rockies. Last year, they claim 
the second greatest number of skiers hit 
their three areas in the Rockies, more 
than a million. And they are projecting 
that together they will be in the top spot 
after this season. 

“Ski the Summit”’ is sold in either six 


day/seven night or four day/five night 


packages. The packages are all on file 
with travel agents and qualify for reduced 
tour-basing fares. 


Mary Jane at Winter Park 


Vying with “Ski the Summit” for 
pouring out the promotional material in 
ballyhooing its resort this year is the 
“new” Winter Park and its sudden near 
doubling in scope and size with the Mary 
Jane addition. 

Only 67 miles west of Denver, Winter 
Park has been the winter day playground 
for Denverites since its beginnings in the 
1940s. It has always been the great day 
area of day areas. The trains then and 
now have brought thousands of 
Denverites for a Saturday’s play in the 
snow and returned them tired and happy 
in the evening. Every time I’ve ever skied 
there, I’ve come away feeling like a pro. 
never sure whether it was the great snow 
or the easy runs that made me feel that 
way, but suspecting it was a combination 
of both. 

And now under new ownership, Winter 
Park is obviously flirting with pretentions 
of becoming a major destination resort. So 
far, the lodging in the area is still relative- 
ly limited, but condominiums are in the 
works. 

Interconnecting with Winter Park, 
Mary Jane now gives the more advanced 
skiers 18 trails, four double chairlifts, a 
separate base center and a 400-car park- 
ing lot — a nice addition for $5 million. 

The name does not refer to what some 
skiers are reputed to have smoked but 
rather to an old mine claim, which in turn 
supposedly honored a certain legendary 
lady of the evening who had entertained 
the miners. 

Most runs on Mary Jane (65 percent) 
are designed for good to intermediate to 
advance skiers. The remaining trails, ex-

Westward Ho the Charters 
There are various ways to go west, but 
the cheapest by far is a good charter. 
In the Rockies six days of skiing can 
run from around $50 to $66 (at Vail). 
Aspen and Snowmass and some of the 
biggest resorts with ski weeks in the 60s. 
also have low season rates in the 50s. 
Rentals run from $6 to $9 a day. 
Lodging prices, of course, depend on 
where you stay, but nearly all of the 
Western packages do not include meals. 
Eating is extra and usually out or away 
from where you stay. And in the big 
resorts it isn’t cheap. 
A lot of skiers get together and rent a. 
condominium. Condos aren’t cheap’!

If you 
eat-in most of the time, you can cut 
down costs even further. 

Keeping the week’s condominium 
from becoming a pigsty can be a 
problem for eager skiers who would 
rather play than clean. One trick that 
makes sense for some experienced skiers 
is eating the morning meal on the moun- 
tain — at the base lodge or if possible in 
the summit lodge. Great way to start a 
day’s skiing, and no dishes! For the 
budget-watchers that leaves the evening 
meal to fix, but the KP crew does not 
have to worry about missing time on the.

But the real money-savers are 
charters. Western Ski Vacations Inc. (3 
West 57th Street, New York, New York 
10019) is offering weekly charters from 
New York to Aspen and Vail for nearly 
$10 less than last year: $149 round trip 
for four weekly charters in January. 

For the rest of the season (December 
20 through March 27) the round-trip air 
fare is $159. There are various land, 
packages available with these air’ 
charters, but you don’t have to take 
them. 

What is necessary is full payment 65' 
days before departure. If you cancel by: 
65 days before departure, you can get a 
full refund. In the event of personal 
illness, verified by a medical doctor, a! 
full refund is possible up to 45 days prior’ 
to departure. A refund less five percent 
transfer fee is possible right up to de-) 
parture date if WSV is able to assign: 
your seat. In any event, you can buy in-' 
surance to cover you if you should have’ 
to cancel. 

Minimum fare on these charters can: 
increase up to 20 percent, depending on 
unsold seats, defaults and tariff in- 
creases. WSV has a brochure outlining 
the details. 
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cept for one, are for intermediate skiers. 
One-third of the total ski terrain is tree 
(glade) skiing. A connecting trail from ex- 
isting Winter Park terrain to the Mary 
Jane area and a ground chairlift from the 
Mary Jane base to the Winter Park base 
site provide access from one area to the 
other. 

The 26,700 square foot Mary Jane base 
center houses a dining-cafeteria area with 
a food station located in the center of the 
large room. 

Outdoor balconies that wrap around 
the natural wood and dark glass exterior 
add to the facilities for large lunch-time 
crowds. In addition, the center offers a 


full-service rental and repair shop, com- 
plete with casual and ski wear. A U- 
shaped driveway directly in front of the 
center — a first among ski-warming 
houses — helps cut down on skier wear 
and tear. 

The original Mary Jane trail, dating 
back to the early 30’s, is perhaps the 
oldest ski slope in Colorado. The older 
trail was cut by skiing enthusiasts who 
carried their gear up the slope on their 
backs. But with the completion of the 
Winter Park facility down the road 
several years later, the Mary Jane slope 
was virtually abandoned. What was once

Utah and Powder 


Skiers have been known to get off their 
jet in Salt Lake, take a waiting car, cab or 
bus to one of the major resorts only 45 
minutes away, and find a nice crusty 
hardpack under ski. But then Eastern 
skiers have been known to ski in powder 
too. Going with the percentages, though, 
Utah snow most of the time wears the 
world lightweight crown. 

Utah also offers a potential for a variety 
of accommodations and some bargain 
rates as well. There are plenty of the plush 
high rises and condominiums at top prices 
too. Park City, with its now completed 
“Treasure Mountain Village” base com- 
plex, better lift capacity, new owners and 
management; Snowbird, with now close 
to 600 rooms at the base, more in- 
termediate but still a major slug of steep 
expert terrain; Parkwest, with on-site 
condominiums and deep powder bowls — 
all of these are major destination resorts 
only a few minutes from downtown Salt 
Lake. 

There are also packages which allow 
you to “‘stay in Salt Lake and ski ’em all.” 
The options are many and at a fairly good 
range in prices — from around $80 to over 


$380 per person for seven nights lodging, 
five to seven days skiing, and free shuttle 
service between the airport and SLC 
hotels. 

All the tours qualify for 25-percent 
savings in tour basing air faires. Travel 
agents have the dope, and American 
Airlines has a “Great Ski Resorts’ book 
outlining the choices. 


The High Sierra 


In the big mountains around Lake 
Tahoe, the snow may be a little heavier, 
but so is the nightlife. Big mountains — 
six of them on interchangeable lift tickets 


— and big nights in the gambling casinos 
and showrooms around Tahoe (which is 
split by the Nevada-California line) are 
the big attractions here. 

The really big mountains, out here 
(Heavenly Valley, Squaw Valley, Alpine 
Meadows, Kirkwood, Alpine Meadows 
and Northstar-at-Tahoe) are, of course, 
frequented mainly by Western skiers. But 
they feel they have enough to offer to 
make some serious pitches to Eastern 
skiers thinking about a Western winter 
vacation. Accommodations and prices on 
five-night and seven-night packages run a

COLORADO 


ASPEN. What can you say? The original mountain, 
Ajax (the official image makers want you to call it 
Aspen Mountain now) has some of the most famous 
runs ;and slopes in the world — Ruthie’s Run, Bell 
Mountain, Little Nell. A skier’s mountain. And 
there’s even a powder run called Zaugg Dump. 
Around the bend is Buttermilk/Tiehack especially de- 
signed for intermediates and beginners, which has 
opened up powder skiing. Of course, there’s Snow- 
mass, which not many years ago required a Snocat to 
get to. Besides that fabulous Big Burn and Elk Camp 
skiing, Snowmass has its first triple chair, serving the 
East Alpine Valley between Big Burn and Elk Camp. 
This plus a new double chair gives an additional 200 
acres of lower intermediate to advanced terrain — 


plus a new restaurant at the top of this complex. But 
the big news is one of the longest lifts in the country — 
an 8123-foot double chair from a third of the way up 
the mountain to the top of the eastern Big Burn — 
2057 vertical feet. Still not satisfied? Try Aspen High- 
lands with 12 lifts, the biggest vertical in Colorado 
(3800 feet), 50 trails and 50 miles of skiing. A new dou- 
ble chair replaces the former Upper Poma, and it ser- 
vices a new expert run. Lodges, hotels, condomini- 
ums, pubs, shops, night life in all forms — it’s all 
there in this one-time mining town. Daily lift tickets 
top at $11 in high season, but package plans lower the 
price. It should be remembered that lodging rates, as 
most elsewhere in the West, usually do not include 
meals. Restaurants and eating are separate deals. 
Two recent features in the Aspen area are inter- 
changeable six-day lift tickets good at all four areas 
and one common reservations center for all four areas. 
Also ski touring at the Ashcroft Ski Touring Center 
gives the famous resort a fifth dimension. Contact As- 
pen Reservations, Inc. P.O. Box 4546, Aspen, Colo.

ELSEWHERE IN THE WEST 


The biggies of the West do not fall into any kind of 
easy pigeon-holing. The principal common denom- 
inator is that they are big. Here are a few possibil- 
ities: \ 

ALTA. Thirty-three miles southeast of Salt Lake 
International Airport this long renowned ski area and 
region offers the best and most consistent snow con- 
ditions in the world — up to 15 feet of it in the spring. 
Famous for Alpine runs up to three miles over a ver- 
tical of some 2500 feet. But believe it or not, they’ve 
still got snowmaking. A little night life and three state 
liquor stores, but it’s mainly the skiing that attracts. 


BIG SKY. There are two new advanced runs along 
with the resort’s automatic four-passenger gondola, 
one triple chair, two double chairs, alpine runs that 
someday will total 40, cross country skiing, condo- 
minium villages, shopping malls, and convention cen- 
ters. Gorgeous scenery in the Montana mountains. . . 
big and planning even bigger. USSA Ski Week '76: 
Jan. 10-17. 


JACKSON HOLE. This is the biggest in the US 
when it comes to vertical drop (4135 feet) and just 
plain hairy Alpine skiing that goes on and on and on. 
Rendezvous Peak is served by the big aerial tram and 
is for those who know how to handle it steep. But 
Thunder Lift and Tower 3 unloading dock on the 
Tram allows intermediates to ski terrain suitable for 
them. And very big news for intermediates and low in- 
termediates is a triple chair in the Casper Bowl re- 
gion plus 10 new groomed runs and trails. There are 
five inns and the whole apres ski smear in Teton 


Village at the base. A Mountain Guide Service also is 
available plus heated'snocat tours for those who don’t 
ski and somehow got marooned out there. 


MAMMOTH. *re skiing out there in June, the 
snow lasts so long, although the windup usually comes 
Memorial Day. Alpine treeless skiing on top served by 
a gondola and an endless supply of lifts. A monster it’s 


_80 big, but one of the country’s great ski areas. 


PARK CITY. Well-groomed runs for every level of 
ability, a base village complex, the restored town of 
Park City,only a mile away with all its shops and ser- 
vices, the Silver King Mine train, the US Ski Team 
National Training Center, ski touring, powder skiing, 
and night skiing — all only 27 miles east of Salt Lake 
City. Oh, yes, Stein Eriksen too. 


SUN VALLEY. The St. Moritz of America is still go- 
ing strong despite rumblings of ‘‘too much” by those 
who remember when it was a place to be seen and not 
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a place to try and get a reservation in. Baldy Moun- 
tain is one of the best skiing mountains anywhere — 
bowl skiing variety. Dollar Mountain is considered 
one of the best teaching hills extant. More skiing than 
anybody could handle, and besides all this there’s 
helicopter skiing in the Sawtooth Mountains. Lots of 
celebrating this year — Sun Valley’s 40th anni- 
versary. 


TAOS. Super skiing for super skiers in the powder of 
New Mexico’s Sangre de Cristos mountain range. 
Some intermediate territory is there too now, but Er. 
nie Blake has long prided himself on an area that was 
definitely not plastic. Now he’s offering a real Swiss 
‘chef favoring daytime skiers as well as condominium 
dwellers in search of a Swiss meal catered to their 
doors. Taos now has skiing for everybody, including 
beginners. But why would anyone go to Taos to learn 
to ski? If you really dig skiing, dig the Southwest 
ambience, Indian culture, and Mexican food, you'll go 
bananas over Taos.

“Ooh man, Johnny Hodges! He could 
bend a note from a high F to a low B-flat 
without a crack in it. It sounds like doo- 
ooooop. Now, that’s impossible to do on 
the alto sax, so how can he do it? That’s 
why I feel like a punk musician — these 
people could play one note and wipe me 
‘out. 

“T had the opportunity to play in Italy 
with Johnny Griffin and Ben Webster. I 
was thinking I’d show these old men. So 
we played ‘Perdido’ and I played four mil- 
lion notes a second. Flashy! Griffin played 
next and he was beautiful. Then Ben 
Webster looked at us and said, ‘You young 
boys are coming together; you’ll be all 
right.’ He started playing and one note 
from him wiped everything I did out. 
That’s when I realized I was a young man, 
and some day I hope to be a musician.” 

Anthony Braxton has been called many 
things in the past, but never a punk. 
Those who follow the jazz press are more 
likely to find the 31-year-old “‘composer- 
improviser” labeled a “genius.” Bill 
Smith, publisher of the Canadian jazz 
magazine Coda, has offered the most fer- 
vid endorsement: “It does not matter if 
your likes are Johnny Hodges, Lester 
Young, Bird, Ornette or Trane, for An- 
thony Braxton is the present account of 
that lineage. He is THE one... .” 

The level of hyperbole may simply be a 
response to Braxton’s public image as the 
most eccentric of the many singular indi- 
viduals to emerge from Chicago’s Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Creative 
Musicians. For in addition to playing that 
strange avant-garde music, multi-instru- 
mentalist Braxton is the man who uses 
mathematical diagrams in lieu of con- 
ventional titles, composes concert pieces 
with such uncommon instrumentation as 
100 tubas, and spends his spare time stu- 
dying to be a chess master. 

Jazz critics are never happier than 
when pointing to the next messiah, and 
Braxton’s striking music and personality 
make him a prime candidate. Yet he is 
hardly the new Ornette by consensus; like 
any original, he has drawn his share of 
bad notices. “Ted Joans [a black poet and 
longtime expatriate] just wrote an article 
calling me the only Oreo playing the mus- 
ic. So one guy calls me a genius, another 
calls me an Oreo. One says Braxton does- 
n’t know his instrument, another says 
Braxton’s a faggot . . .. When people call 
me an innovator, they mean that I’ve de- 
veloped my own process, new structural 
alignments. I won’t lie; I have an ego and 
I’m flattered, but if I back off my ego, I 
know it’s not even about innovation.” 

Braxton treats his status with a mixture 
of the seriousness one might expect and a 
delightful sense of humor. During the 
week of his recent Jazz Workshop en- 
gagement, he described the thinking be- 
hind his titles in “‘a lecture on molecular 
cell structure” at Harvard. “It’s about vi- 
brational principles, structural princi- 
ples, symbology, astrology,” he explained 
to me later, “‘and then there’s initials of 
friends. It’s a whole collage of things.” 
Those critics (myself included) who have 
difficulty with these collages seem less 
troublesome to Braxton than the believ- 
ers. “Some guy came into the club last 
night and said he had found the system I 
was looking for. I tried to tell him politely 
that I had just played a long and tiring 
set, but before I knew what was hap- 
pening he had charts spread out all over 
the dressing room. I attract a lot of people 
like that.” 

Braxton’s argument rejecting the label 
“innovator” is expressed in a highly per- 
sonal idiom that defines historical eras as 

_ “time/zones” and the active, present- 
tense realization of a musical form as “‘is- 
ing.” “There’s no new music unless 
there’s a new physical universe situation 
resulting in a new vibrational agreement. 
The last new music to emerge in the West 
is’d when black people were raped in Af- 
rica and brought to America. The vibra- 
tional conjunction of the Western and 
black aesthetics created the music known 


as jazz — it’s really creative improvised - 


music. After that, each progression isn’t 
new, it’s simply a question of musicians 
fulfilling the requirements of each par- 
ticular time/ zone. 

“T used to walk around thinking, ‘Brax- 
ton, you’re playing new music! You’ve de- 
veloped a whole thing! You’re a bad mo- 
therfucker!’ Now I’m listening to the mus- 
ic of Louis Armstrong and Duke Elling- 
ton and I’m feeling like a very young 
punk. Not only are they doing the same 


thing, and in most cases much better, but - 


they’re into areas we still aren’t into.” 
By defining jazz as the conjunction of 
Western and black aesthetics, Braxton 
implies that anyone who plays the music 
is something of an Oreo. Braxton is uni- 
que, however, because so much of his 
music has been shaped by white sources. 
He expresses admiration for Webern, 
Cage, Stockhausen “— and several white 
jazz musicians. “I have a lot of heroes,

and among them is Lee Konitz. We have a 
record coming out — me and Lee and Roy 
Haynes with Dave Brubeck. I’m playing 
in [Paul] Desmond’s spot on ‘In Your Own 
Sweet Way.’ Brubeck’s a very nice man. I 
had seen him.so many times when I was 
young because Desmond was one of my 
first heroes. I used to lean on pianos to 
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look like Desmond; -I even bought glasses 
when I didn’t need them.” Braxton went 
on to adopt black idols, too: Jackie Mc- 
Lean, John Coltrane, Eric Dolphy. “I had 
to stop listening to most of my heroes; I 
got so deep into them it was fucking me 
up.” 

_ Like most of Chicago’s AACM musi-

cians, Braxton paid early dues per- 
forming black popular music, but the 
sense of warmth and comfort that per- 
meates a blues-based performance like 
Roscoe Mitchell’s “Old” is absent from 
Braxton’s description of the experience. 
“I’m not attuned to most rock ’n’ roll — I 
mean, it wouldn’t feel honest to me. In my 
early days I was in the back-up band at 
the Regal Theatre, playing behind Sam 
and Dave, the Temptations, the Impres- 
sions .... I played the notes and every- 
thing, but one night when the tenor solo- 
ist couldn’t make it, Sam or Dave put the 
mike up to me. I tried to play a normal 


‘rock ’n’ roll solo, but everybody just look- 


ed at me. I couldn’t cut it. To be a good 
rock musician, you have to ‘is’ that style 
to make it real. I couldn’t do it. I could 
only honestly try to play my music on top 
of that style.” 

The music that issued from these form- 
ative experiences was as strange and dif- 
ficult as Braxton’s titles. His inability to 
“is” anything but his own music guaran- 
teed the integrity of his conception while 
simultaneously producing a sound rem- 
iniscent of contemporary European com- 
posers that left most listeners bewild- 
ered. The first Braxton combo, formed in 
1966, was a trio with the leader on alto sax 
and a variety of other reeds and flutes, 
plus fellow AACM members Leo Smith on 
trumpet and Leroy Jenkins on violin. Like 
Roscoe Mitchell’s Art Ensemble, Brax- 
ton’s band was fond of both seemingly 
self-generating forms and an arsenal of 
miscellaneous instruments. Neither group 
found any work in this country, and with 
drummer Steve McCall added, the Brax- 
ton ensemble (sometimes called the Cre- 
ative Construction Company) followed 
the Art Ensemble to France in the sum- 
mer of 1969. 

Sparse recorded evidence from the per- 
iod suggests that while the band was one 
of the best collective improvising ensem- 
bles, Braxton’s writing and playing were 
often too formalistic and introverted. At 
least that’s the feeling I get from Brax- 
ton’s two out-of-print albums on BYG. 
The recently released’CCC on Muse is a 
more moving performance, but in this 
1970 concert recording the quartet is aug- 
mented by pianist Muhal Richard Ab- 
rams and bassist Richard Davis, and the 
compositional direction comes from Le- 
roy Jenkins. 

The group had disbanded by 1971, and 
Braxton entered his European itinerant 
phase. “I lived through friends or in ho- 
tels; 1974 was the first year I was able to 
pay my rent. During that time I might get 
a good period for a month or two, then I'd 
produce a concert of my own music which 
involved a lot of musicians and always 
lost money. After these concerts-I’d go 
back to living off of hustling chess.”’ Scuf- 
fling was hardly pleasant — one album 
from the period is dedicated to the Roche 
Pharmaceutical Company! — but Brax- 
ton’s playing began to open up and reveal 
previously hidden vistas. 

The move toward more explicit re- 
examination of the jazz tradition began 
with the 1971 cooperative quartet named 
Circle, in which Braxton on alto was 
flanked by Chick Corea, David Holland 
and Barry Altschul. Paris Concert 
(ECM), a stunning achievement for the 
entire group, was the first recorded indi- 
cation that Braxton could function con- 
vincingly in a more conventional jazz con- 
text. His abstract harmonic and rhyth- 
mic punctuations on the in-tempo piec- 
es, the thick-toned cry of his alto sax, and 
his doubling on flute and contrabass clar- 
inet suggested the late Eric Dolphy. The 
similarity to Dolphy was confirmed when 
For Alto, two albums of unaccompanied 
solo pieces from 1968, finally appeared in 
1972. 

Meanwhile, Braxton became more and 
more interested in the traditional jazz 
repertory. Recent releases on import la- 
bels show his less experimental side to 
great advantage. In the Tradition (Steep- 
lechase) finds him playing ‘‘Just 
Friends,” ‘Lush Life’ and other jazz 
standards with a rhythm section. Per- 
haps more representative of his current 
catholicity is Trio and Duet (Sackville): 
side one is a typically thoughtful, unhur- 
ried original composition utilizing Leo 
Smith and the synthesizer of Richard Tei- 
telbaum; as on his first Arista album, 
Braxton demonstrates that he has no 
peers in making creative use of the Moog. 
(“Some critics say I’m not a jazz musi- 
cian because of pieces like that. Their per- 
ception is based on the narrowest defini- 
tion of improvising, one which demands a 
bass and drums or else it’s not jazz.””) The 
equally impressive second side finds 
Braxton and bassist David Holland duet- 
ting on three standards. 

Braxton’s latest recording, and his sec- 
ond on Arista, is Five Pieces 1975, which 
includes ‘You Stepped Out of a Dream,”’ 
a ‘warm-up duet with Holland that was 
too good to omit and stands as the best

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Bob Dylan: Talking About Our Generation

You could hear it all in his 


a of “Just Like A Wom- . 


There was none of the 
the rhythmic eccen- 
tricity, the exaggeration of 
sounds that marked his per- 
formance of it at Boston Garden 
in January of 1974 — that eerie 
distance from his earlier work 
had been appreciably short- 
ened. Dylan had, in fact, redis- 
covered his voice. And still this 
new version was unlike the 
Blonde on Blonde original in a 
crucial way — compassion had 
replaced bitterness as the song’s 
emotional engine. Here in this 
little gym (the basketball hoops 
stared at Dylan from the oppo- 
site end of the hall) in Ply- 
mouth, under a sign that read 
“Rolling Thunder Revue,” sur- 
rounded by friends from the 
heady early days in New York, 
Dylan seemed warmer and more 
open than ever before. He was 
neither the searingly ambitious 
verbal blacksmith nor the awk- 


wardly laid-back country mys- 
tic. And his gathering of old co- 
horts was no mere exercise in 
nostalgia. Bob Dylan, it ap- 
peared to me, had taken a long, 
hard look at his life and had 
chosen those elements that had 
endured, that still had meaning 
and value after all the years and 
all the changes. 

Compassion and renewal were 
the concert’s themes, and they 
(or rather what Dylan and Joan 
Baez made of them) created the 
evening’s fervor and sense of 
community. But these values 
were also responsible for the 
show’s pitiful first hour, which 
seemed barely acceptable only in 
the light of the two hours of mu- 
sic that followed it. Bobby Neu- 
wirth, Dylan’s traveling com- 
panion in the mid-’60s, emceed 
and played guitar like a novice, 
causing a friend of mine to won- 
der how Dylan had found a pick- 
up band in Plymouth (Neu- 
wirth, assuming, I suppose, that 
he was nearly as mythic as Dy- 


lan, failed to announce who he 
was). Neuwirth and members of 
his band performed their own 
amateurish ditties ham-hand- 
edly — and with none of the en- 
dearing freshness amateurs of- 
ten display. Only the blond guit- 
arist with the poodle cut, lurking 
in the rear, had anything to say 
musically — Mick Ronson al- 
most always does when he’s in 


the vicinity of a genius. 


Ramblin’ Jack Elliot was then 
trotted out, and he made mat- 
ters, if not worse, a little sadder. 
It spoke well of Dylan that he 
would acknowledge, and pay 
back in part, his debt to one of 
the most influential stylists of 
the early days of folk music. Dy- 


_lan’s vocal approach and many 


of his original stage mannerisms 


were patterned as much on El-. 


liot as on Elliot’s main man, 
Woodie Guthrie. But Ramblin’ 
Jack was always more effective 
as a shadowy legend from the 
beatnik ’50s than as an actual 
performer; he never had Dylan’s 


charisma, voeal distinctiveness 
and songwriting talents and bas- 
ically was eclipsed at the mo- 
ment Dylan had assimilated his 
most engaging traits. Here in 
Plymouth, 15 years after the rise 
of the folk balloon and 10 years 
after Dylan himself deflated it at 
Newport, Elliot seemed to be 
speaking musical Middle Eng- 
lish. He was, as they say, “a man 
out of time.” How could any pro- 
fessional performer, in this day 
and age, sing a straight version 
of “San Francisco Bay Blues”? 

What eventually redeemed El- 
liot’s segment was the realiza- 
tion that Dylan had intended 
this affair to be unslick, rough 
around the edges, person-to-per- 
son rather than image-to-crowd 
folk music. He had cooked up 
the touring scheme over the 
summer, during his highly pub- 
licized drop-in spree at various 
Greenwich Village boites. Ac- 
cording to Louie Kemp, Dylan’s 


‘ childhood pal from Minnesota 


and manager of the tour, the 
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idea was for Dylan, Neuwirth, 
Elliot and Joan Baez to play a 
variety of small venues without 
advance publicity, and without 


any connection to Dylan’s label, 


Columbia. The concert in Ply- 
mouth was originally an- 
nounced in the streets, by word 
of mouth, but when nearly no- 
body would buy the idea that 
Bob Dylan was playing at the 
gym,-WBCN was allowed to 
make an announcement. No 
press passes were allowed and 
only one tour photographer was 
officially allowed to snap pic- 
tures. 

According to Kemp, the show 
and the tour as a whole were de- 
signed by Dylan to avoid the nor- 
mal rock channels and the ty- 
pical concert atmosphere. Shows 
in larger halls such as the Provi- 
dence Civic Center were added 
in order to make sure the tour 
broke even. Even the choice of 
Kemp as tour manager, a posi- 
tion for which he doesn’t seem 
completely prepared, was an at- 
tempt to keep the enterprise at a 
small-scale, personal level. 

So there was philosophical if 
not aesthetic justification for 
Neuwith’s and Elliot’s seg- 


| ments. But when Dylan walked 


out, thinly disguised in cowboy 
hat and glittery mask (this was, 
after all, Halloween night), the 
memory of what had preceded 
was erased. He was as loose and 
easy as you will ever see him 
(and everybody at Plymouth 
could see him — I don’t think 
he’s done a concert in a hall this 
small since 1964), happy, confi- 
dent and in touch with both the 
past and the present. When he 
reworked “‘A Hard Rain’s A Gon- 
na Fall” into a rocker, pounding 
away at an electric guitar, he 
wasn’t distorting it as he had 
done te so many of his old songs 
during the 1974 tour. He was re- 
interpreting it with affection, 
honesty and a sense of humor. 
“Isis,” a brilliant, long narra- 
tive dedicated to Keith Rich- 
ard, saw Dylan sans guitar, 
wielding the mike as if he were a 
torch singer. Dylan has never, at 
least in my memory, abandoned 
his protective guitar; his defen- 
siveness would not allow it. This 
night, however, he was all over 
the stage, commanding it the 
way Rod Stewart does — by 
sheer footwork if not by grace. 
While the first set only sug- 


gested, through movement, that — 


Dylan was more open than be- 
fore, the second confirmed it 
through his moving new songs. 
But first there was the reunion 
with Joan Baez. As the curtain 
opened, the pair played the 
opening strains of ‘““The Times 
They Are A-Changin’ ” on guit- 
ars. As they sang this, “Baby 
You Been On My Mind” and “I 
Shall Be Released’ together, 
mouth next to mouth, it became 
obvious that the event was more 
than nostalgic because the reig- 
nition of Baez and Dylan’s rela- 
tionship was on new, and not 
old, terms. Both had grown up, 
had shed naivete and self-im- 
portance, especially over the last 
several years. Their renewed af- 
fection for one another, on the 
basis of strength and not weak- 
ness, seemed to have created a 
powerful optimism that colored 
the entire performance (and 
probably helped to spark the 
tour originally). 

After these duets there were a 


{ number of wonderful moments. 


Baez, looking infinitely more re- 
laxed in her Oxford shirt and 
denims than in the rather severe 
dress she had worn at a press 
conference in Boston a few 
months back, sang the story of 
her reunion with Dylan, “Dia- 
monds and Rust.” This happens 
to be one of Baez’s most elo- 
quent compositions in any ev- 
ent, but coming on the heels of 
her duets with a radiant-looking 
Dylan its openness rent the cur- 
tain between audience and per- 
former, creating a community of 
shared emotion. And an extra-

Jerry Jeff Walker: 
RIDIN’ HIGH (MCA) 

I’ve always dismissed Jerry 
Jeff Walker as one of those 
tiresome Texans best left to the 
ragtag cult that cherishes him. 
Anyone who can toss around a 
phrase like “‘cozmic gangbang,” 
as Walker does on the liner notes 
to Ridin’ High, should hightail it 
back to Austin (one of the few 
places where honest-to- God hip- 
pies seem still to be extant) and 
hump an armadillo. But the 
music on Ridin’ High is another 
matter entirely — and eminently 
enjoyable. 

As a showcase for songs by 
Walker, Willie Nelson, members 
of the Gonzo Band and other 
friends, this is a superlative 
album. All the tunes fit Walker’s 
image as the hard travelin’, hard 
lovin’ romantic with grit in his 
voice and grime under his finger- 
nails, but they rarely traffic in 
cliches. Songs like “Pot Can’t 
Call the Kettle Black” (by Billy 
Callery), “Jaded Lover’ (by 
Chuck Pyle) and ‘‘Public 
Domain’’ (by Gonzo Bob 
Livingston) are diamonds in the 
not-so-very rough, with sparkl- 
ing lyrics and rollicking, 
singalong choruses. Walker tears 
into them all with gruff gusto, 


hitting the right notes only when 


they’re called for and generally 
having a rowdy good time. Yet 
when needed, his voice can turn 
surprisingly gentle and touching, 
as on Jesse Winchester’s 
‘Mississippi You’re On My 
Mind” and Walker’s own “I Love 
You.” 

Walker has always had a fetish 
for homemade recording, which 
often has been his undoing. Here 
he manages to combine 
professional musicianship and 
arrangements with relaxed spon- 
taneity and enjoys the best of 
both worlds. The Gonzos join 
forces with Nashville stalwarts 
such as Norbert Putnam, John- 
ny Gimble and Ken Buttrey to 
produce engagingly simple yet 
densely textured music in which 
anything from a_ burbling 
clarinet to an eloquent pedal 
steel may suddenly soar over the 
vigorously strummed acoustic 
guitars. Everybody seems genial- 
ly juiced, but no one’s falling- 
down drunk and sloppy. Again, 
the best of both worlds. 

Much of Ridin’ High’s success 
owes to the talents of the 
musicians and songwriters, but 
it’s above all a tribute to ye 
deff Walker, who has finally, to 
quote one of the songs he sings. 
“Let his ole ramblin’ roll.” mt 
rolls mighty fine.

Gil Scott-Heron 
and Brian Jackson: 
FROM SOUTH AFRICA TO 


SOUTH CAROLINA 
(Arista) 

Just two years ago, black 
poetry/protest music — from 


‘such diverse sources as Melvin 


Van Peebles, the Last Poets 
(later Lightning Rod) and Nikki 
Giovanni — was flourishing. But 
now the narcotizing effect of dis- 
comania has nearly rendered the 
movement extinct. Oddly 
enough, however, it was the in- 
advertent disco success of “The 
Bottle” that gave Gil Scott- 
Heron, perhaps the school’s best 
known lyricist, a rejuvenated 
recording career and major 
media attention. 

With one exception, South 


Africa’s tone closely follows the 


celebrated First Minute Of A 
New Day issued earlier this year. 
Scott-Heron has moved from the 
more concise, lyrical statements 
— like “Home Is Where The 
Hatred Is’’ and ‘‘Save The 
Children” — of his early records 
to wandering polemics and 
poems couched in largely non- 
electric, percussive jazz settings. 
Though a rather limited vocalist 
(vocal chores are also handled by 
Boston’s Victor Brown), his 
arrangements and those of 
keyboard player/partner Brian 
Jackson tend to compliment 
Scott-Heron’s often dry mono- 
tone, producing an absorbing 
combination of poignancy (“A 
Lovely Day’’) and harshness 
(“South Carolina’). 

The exception to the First 
Minute approach is a successful, 
if self-conscious, disco arrange- 
ment on “Johannesburg” — a 
booming bass drum and moog 
give extra weight to a succinct 
‘“‘What’s the word? Johan- 
nesburg!”’ Though the song is a 
sizable soul hit, discos have fail- 
ed to pick up on it; one surmises 
that lines like “I hate it when the 
blood starts flowin’/but I’m glad 
to see resistance growin” don’t 
harmonize with “Fly Robin Fly” 
and “‘Swearin’ to God.” 

In a 1974 interview, Alafia 
Pudim of the ill-fated Last Poets 
remarked bitterly that “there 
was a lot of pressure attached to 
being in such a group. . . . We 
were accused of being oppor- 
tunists trying to sell out the 
revolution.” Gil Scott-Heron oc-

cupies the same puzzling, often 
precarious position. Success 
often breeds contempt and 
cynicism. Yet South Africa, less 
preachy and more melodic than 
First Minute, is one of the year’s 
important albums.

cond, that an infectious, lively 
spirit is conspicuous throughout; 
and third, that the recording 
itself is very resourceful in im- 
parting a sense of cathedral 
vastnesses, processional move- 
ment, the individual timbres of 
voices and instruments. The list 
needn’t stop there. 

Joel Cohen, the Boston 
Camerata’s director, is a kind of 
Jongleur de Notre Dame. The 
ease with which he keeps in the 
air the diverse elements of 
scholarship, savvy vocal produc- 
tion, and even showbiz is a 
wonder to behold. It would have 
been impossible for any single 
person living in the Middle Ages 
to have heard all the music 
gathered here — it ranges from 
the 10th to 16th centuries — but 
what of it? The ordering of this 
material does amount to an act 
of composition, and a delightful 
one. 

The Sybil’s prophecy, Ludicii 
signum, comes to us in the 
ravishing tones of baritone Mark 
Baker; there is some delightfully 
scrawny vocalizing from 
countertenor Charles Rhodes in 
the concluding Lux hodie.. . 
Orientis partibus; and in 
between, two very fetching ver- 
sions of the familiar In dulci 
jJubilo. Somehow it all hangs 
together and adheres to the 
memory. 

David Griesinger is the 
engineer to thank for having in- 
duced the Museum of Fine Arts 
to impersonate a_ medieval 
cathedral with such resounding 
success. And lest you be 
overwhelmed by Latin, Hebrew 
and Old Saxon, Nonesuch has 
provided ample translations, 
along with informative notes by 
Joel Cohen himself.

Charles Mingus: 
CHANGES ONE (Atlantic) 
CHANGES TWO (Atlantic) 
The giant has awakened! Af- 
ter all the uneven club and con- 
cert sets and substandard al- 
bums of the recent past, Charles 
Mingus has gotten back down to 
business. The nine performanc- 
es on the Changes albums cap- 
ture the vastness of the man’s 


talent: his knack for blending 
asymmetrical structures, rhyth- 
mic jolts and melodic grace; an 
almost supernatural ability to 
detect the residual strengths in 
his sidemen and then push them 
toward previously unheard elo- 
quence; and a musical persona 
that convincingly and timeless- 
ly blends the growl of jazz’s be- 
ginnings with the cry of its fu- 
ture — in 87 minutes of exquis- 
ite detail. Mingus says these are 
among his best records; he’s 


‘made that claim before (Tiju- 


ana Moods, The Black Saint, 
Let My Children Hear Music) 
and hasn’t: been accused of hy- 
perbole yet. 

What’s happened to — 
Adams here? The usually over- 
wrought tenor saxophonist 


-whose unstructured, excessive 


blowing in the past led me to dub 
him “the push-button avant- 
garde” plays solos here which 
build and flow, displaying real as 
opposed to feigned passion. Now 
when Adams goes outside, we 
can usually follow the logical and 
emotive processes that took him 
there. Pianist Don Pullen, the 
other major soloist, has adapted 
Cecil Taylor to chordal playing 
with dazzling rhythmic conse- 
quences; he is also capable of 
serious, uncliched single-note 
work. Jack Walrath plays some 
beautiful leads on trumpet and 
is the best manipulator of a 
plunger mute Mingus has found 
in years. The rhythm team of 
Mingus’s bass and Dannie Rich- 
mond’s drums has captured its 
old propulsiveness and fire. 


Mingus arranged most of the 
music here and contributed five 
new compositions. The ensem- 
ble touches shown in a piece as 
simple as “Devil Blues” make 
this hard-bop shuffle come to life 
like the 1960 Jazz Messengers, 
while the blowing and mock-ma- 
cho Adams vocal (‘‘Relax, relax, 
we’ll have a cosmic climax”’) are 
of a piece. “Duke Ellington’s 
Sound of Love,” in instrument- 
al and vocal (by Jackie Paris) 
versions, is a lush, romantic bal- 
lad, while two of the brightest 
pieces carry the titles ““Remem- 
ber Rockefeller at Attica” and 
“Free Cell Block F, ’Tis Nazi 
U.S.A.” The greatest achieve- 
ment is ‘“‘Sue’s Changes,” a ka- 
leidoscopic whirl of tempos and 
moods that sustains itself over 17 
minutes and ranks among Min- 
gus’s greatest compositions. 

Consumer note: Those folks at 
Atlantic are sly devils. In this era 
of economical but generally pad- 
ded two-record sets, they chose 
to issue the four sides of music 
which constitute Changes on two 
single albums, at $6.98 per. They 
must have known we’d want 
them both.

DIAGNOSTIC AUTO CHECK 
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There’s No Business Like Tube Business

“O, what can ail thee, knight-at-arms, 
Alone and palely loitering? ; 
The sedge has wither’d from the lake, 

And no birds sing. 
O, what can ail thee, knight-at-arms, 
So haggard and so woe-begone?” 
—John Keats 


Too much television, that’s what, and if 
ever there was an old dame without mer- 
cy, the tube is she. Apart from the World 
Series, the beclouded fall season has of- 
fered only three bright spots — Switch, 
Ellery Queen and Phyllis — and the fore- 
cast calls for more of the generally sod- 
den same. Consider, for instance, what 
ABC has up its frayed sleeve. A month 
ago, Fred Silverman, the programing 
pooh-bah ABC spirited away from CBS, 
gave affiliates a videotaped pep talk 
which I happened to see. Their research 
and development department, the lar- 
gest of any network’s, he boasted, was 
working overtime to come up with the 
most exciting and imaginative shows pos- 
sible. To wit: spinoffs of Happy Days, The 
Six Million Dollar Man and Barney Mil- 
ler; sitcoms starring Tony Randall, Jack 
Klugman and a Chicano family; a re- 
make of Bewitched; and variety series 
hosted by Rowan and Martin, Charo, 
Paul Lynde and Carlton the Doorman. 
Somehow Silverman managed to keep a 
straight face as he adduced these ex- 
amples of “bold, aggressive programing.” 
I was less successful in concealing my dis- 
gust. 

And for once the public, too, seems to 
be riled. The networks have traditionally 
defended their sorry fare by claiming they 
give the people only what they want, but 
the hoi polloi are turning sullen. Maybe 
sex is staging a comeback — to the net- 
works’ consternation, figures suggest that 
-das Volk, for whatever reasons, are be- 
ginning to watch less television. Will 
bowling alleys be jammed and Mah-Jongg 
revived? If the trend away from televi- 
sion is confirmed and mounts, the birth 
rate will soar and station revenues plum- 
met. 

The people caught in the middle are the 
program managers of local affiliates, who 
are customarily paid, like the session man 
in Ray Davies’s song, not “‘to think, just 
play.” Especially in prime time, they 
have little choice but to accept and dis- 
pense, quite passively, whatever pro- 
graming the network brass have decreed. 
And they have almost no say about those 
decrees. John Atkinson of WNAC wanly 
defended the new shows on CBS but 
frankly admitted his powerlessness. 
WB2Z’s Jeff Schiffman described his in- 
put into NBC’s programing decisions as 
“minimal. Does that annoy me? Yeah.” 
Only Bob Bennett of WCVB felt he had 
some influence. ‘‘Oh, absolutely,” he 
said, explaining that his relations with 
ABC differed from the situation, say, at 
CBS, which is more dictatorial “because 
it’s had such a dominant position for so 
long. You get to a point where you think 
you’re the smartest guy in the world and 
everyone else is a dummy.” 

Practically speaking, local stations 
have the power only to say no, and each of 
Boston’s affiliates rejected one new net- 
work show this fall. WBZ turned down 
Fay — the sitcom starring Lee Grant 
which NBC axed with alacrity — in order 
to put Action 4, a public affairs program, 
in prime time. Fay was not a distin- 
guished show, but Schiffman said that 
had little to do with it: “I think if Fay had 
been on at 8:00 and The Montefuscos at 
8:30, it could have been The Montefuscos 
that we would have dropped [now the net- 
work has canceled The Montefuscos as 
well].”” NBC has only four half-hour pro- 
grams in prime time, two of which (Chico 
and the Man, Sanford and Son) are its 
biggest draws, and WBZ hoped an enter- 
tainment lead-in would boost Action 4’s 
ratings. Preempting Fay, then, was their 
only option and, according to Schiffman, 
NBC didn’t object: “I don’t think they 
were indifferent, but they knew it was an 
inevitability. And a program that had 
never been on the air and — I don’t know 
this for a fact — maybe they had some 
doubts about it themselves, perhaps they 
felt wasn’t worth fighting about.’’ Simil- 
arly, CBS accepted WNAC’s demotion of 
Three for the Road from prime time on 
Sunday to Saturday afternoon in order to 
make room for Black News. WNAC’s 
decision, said Atkinson, was made easier 
by Three for the Road’s mediocrity. If it 
had looked like a winner, the station 
would have been in a fix. 

WCVB’s lone act of independence, 
passing on Welcome Back, Kotter, was 


occasioned by quite a different set of cir- 
cumstances, as Bennet describes them. 
“We felt that with the problems in the ci- 
ty, in the classrooms, Kotter, although it 
was designed to be a comedy, dealt with 
very sensitive classroom situations where 
the principal, among other things, was 
made to look like a dummy and the class- 
room itself was made up of incorrigibles, 
Dead End-type kids. Our feeling was that, 
at this time in this market, to make fun of 
the classroom and to do anything other 
than to try to show it in some kind of a 
constructive way would have been poor 
responsibility on this station’s part. That 
was on the basis of the pilot. Afterwards 
— I like to think we had something to do 
with it — the show took a turn to a much 
lighter form of comedy. The show that’s 
now running [on channel 38 in Boston] is 
quite a different show from the pilot. Per- 
haps they had similar problems else- 
where.” 

ABC did not take kindly to WCVB’s re- 
jection. Said Bennett, “They had the pro- 
ducer call us, and the president of the net-_ 


work. They went off on a campaign on the 


air, with Gabe Kaplan [the show’s star]

being interviewed on The Mike Douglas 
Show, The Johnny Carson Show, where 
he made reference to the fact that he was 
‘banned in Boston.’ But we didn’t bend. 
Because in the final analysis, we are re- 
sponsible for this license. In the past, sta- 
tions would say, ‘Well, we don’t have any 
control over that. We didn’t know they 
were going to do that. The network did it 
— it’s their fault.’ But the FCC has made 
it clear that you, the licensee, are respon- 
sible.” 

WCVB’s moral misgivings may have 
been misplaced. I missed the pilot, but 
later programs have not only been inof- 
fensive — they’ve been quite enter- 
taining. Among new sitcoms, only Phyllis 
is appreciably superior to Kotter, and sur- 
ely the lurid mayhem of an ABC offering 


such as Starsky and Hutch poses a great- - 


er social menace. But in the case of Kot- 
ter, WCVB could afford the luxury of a so- 
cial conscience. They had something to 
replace it with: the syndicated science fic- 
tion series, Space 1999. . 

You can’t preempt a show, obviously, 
unless you have something other than a 
test pattern to put in its place. Alterna-

tives, especially for prime time, are few 
and far between, and all the local pro- 
gram directors lament this, for it leaves 
them at the mercy of the networks. Space 
1999, which all the nets rejected, is the 
first serious challenge to their lock on 
prime time. “All of the networks are a lit- 
tle nervous about Space being a suc- 
cess,” said Bennett. “If it works, it’s going 
to encourage a guy to finance a project 
similar to Space. They’re going to say, 
‘Fuck the networks, let’s go the Space 
1999 route.’ ” Schiffman dismissed Space 
1999 as “inferior in quality to many of the 
network shows” and cautioned against 
exaggerating its significance: ‘“‘We tend in 
this business to make ripples into waves. I 
don’t see any tidal wave here.” But he 
agreed that if Space were to spawn a num- 
ber of syndicated programs, “it would 
cause a revolution in the whole structure 
of the business. I think if you had four or 
five shows a year that were not on the net- 
works, that were just floating around as 
programs that could be picked up, it 
could change the face of the industry.” 

Bennett would welcome such a change 
“for two reasons: 1) more programing to 
draw on and 2) the fact that it would put 
the networks under a certain amount of 
pressure. They’ll put more ‘money into 
their programing and not figure that no 
matter what they do, the worst that can 
happen is that they'll be third. They 
could conceivably be fourth in some mar- 
kets. Some of this syndicated material 
plays on independents in the top 15 mar- 
kets.” He gave as an example Space 
1999’s performance on New York’s inde- 
pendent WPIX a couple of weeks ago. It 
bested all the network offerings — Walt 
Disney, Swiss Family Robinson and 
Three for the Road — in its time slot. 

For the past few months, Norman Lear 
has been stumping the country, exhorting 
affiliates to shake off their chains, so to 
speak. I bumped into him in the WNAC 
offices, where he was unsuccessfully 
peddling his soap opera satire, Mary 
Hartman, Mary Hartman. All three net- 
works rejected it, and so have the local 
stations. Lear argues that television pro- 
graming will improve only if affiliates 
adopt a more independent posture, and 
independence is possible only if the op- 
portunities for syndication — and, there- 
fore, competition — expand. Certainly 
the networks aren’t going to improve their 
product if theirs is the only game in town. 
Space 1999 is significant not because it’s 
particularly good (I prefer Kotter) but be- 
cause, if it succeeds, it will encourage the 
development of other prime time alterna- 
tives. Already, according to Schiffman, 
other production companies are formu- 
lating plans. “I know a lot of people are 
going to try it, and I would like to see 
them succeed.” 

Schiffman is not, however, optimistic. 
The expense of producing even a pilot, 
much less a series, is almost prohibitive 
without network backing. Mary Hart- 
man, in fact, was commissioned by a net; 
Space 1999 was able to get off the 
launching pad because it was financed by 
British and Italian television. Moreover, 
Schiffman added, “I think the syndica- 
tors may misjudge the level of dissatis- 
faction that stations generally have with 
networks to begin with. So the viability of 
their product may not be as extensive as 
they think it is.” 

Atkinson said he doubted many syndi- 
cated shows could be sold to enough sta- 
tions to clear a profit. Since the major 
outlets in the biggest markets tend to be 
“‘O&0’’s (owned and operated by the net- 
works themselves), they would hardly be 
inclined to purchase competing pro- 
grams. And all the Altoonas and Kala- 
mazoos in the country don’t add up to the 
big city markets and advertising. As 
Schiffman said, ‘The big dollars are in 
the networks, not with us on a local 
scale.” On top of this, there is still the 
conviction that, when all is said and done, 
the nets know best. ‘You always look to 
things your network puts on,” said Ben- 
nett, “and ask the question, ‘Why? Isn’t it 
clear this thing’s not going to make it? 
Why are they so dumb as not to see it 
themselves?’ But in many cases they’re 
right and the guy who’s second-guessing 
them is wrong. We all sit around like 
Monday morning quarterbacks, but by 
and large the networks have got a‘pretty 
good feel for the country and what wil 
work and what won’t.” But if the net- 
works generally know what will work, how 
come half of their new shows have al- 
ready been canceled? 

“The syndicators are going to have a 
rough time,” Bennett said — and so, I 
might add, are viewers.

HEARTS OF THE WEST. Directed by 
Howard Zieff. Screenplay by Rob

Jeff Bridges, as an Iowa farmboy who 
has traveled to Nevada in search of a non- 
existent college that promises to teach 
him how to write like Zane Grey, is 
“wandering parched and thirsty across 
the barren waste,” as he later puts it, 
staggering through the desert with his un- 
derwear on his head and a ki-yi-yippee in 
his heart. Suddenly, a band of 
desperadoes charges over a dune and, 
sighting the bewildered Bridges, scoops 
him up and carries him to a most curious 
campsite, replete with movie cameras and 
populated by urbanites in jodhpurs. 
Bridges is thrilled, but he doesn’t quite 
get it; “Are you fellas cowboys?” he 
cautiously inquires. The desperadoes just 
raise their eyebrows. “Hey,” says their 
leader, ‘“‘you’ve seen pictures, ain’t you? 
The the-ater? Well, that’s what you’re 
lookin’ at. This is the real thing!” 


Hearts of the West’s immense and 
eccentric charm is rooted in the unlikely 
ease with which it can glide through such 
moments. In these 30 seconds, director 
Howard Zieff establishes the very at- 
mosphere that John Schlesinger labored 
over, less successfully, for two-and-a-half 
hours in The Day of the Locust; the best 
section of Hearts of the West is set in a 
Hollywood whose stylishness is none the 
less authentic for its being based utterly 
upon affectation and charade. A sign 
identifies Bridges’s boarding house (after 
the film crew have imported him to their 
home turf) as ‘“Stern’s Hacienda La 
Cienega.’”” An immense, glamorous 
billboard portrait of Garbo adorns the 
otherwise undistinguished facade of a 
greasy spoon. Andy Griffith looks perfect- 
ly natural in a hybridized outfit of tuxedo 
pants, shirt and vest together with six- 
guns and 10-gallon hat. A lamp Blythe 
Danner has won in a contest turns out to 
be a radio and, as if that weren’t Califor- 
nia clutter enough, it also does the hula. 

If this dancing lamp makes for a slight- 
ly less germane illustration of the film’s 
slyly slapdash visual style, the fact of its 
being featured far more pointedly than 
any of the others says a lot about Zieff’s 
directorial methods. Rob Thompson, the 
young first-time screenwriter who says he 
is “really pleased with 96 per cent of the 
film,” describes Zieff as being loaded with 
“just plain talent and energy” and ex- 
plains that the way the swiveling fixture 
became prominent in a love scene 
between Bridges and Danner is fairly 
typical of the director’s approach: 
“Sometimes we would get on the set and a 
scene would read a little slow, so Howard 
would just come up with a gimmick.” 
Zieff's gimmicks work; they’re as lively 
and eye-catching as what you might ex- 
pect from a man whose career has been 
devoted mostly to the making of commer- 
cials (Zieff’s only other feature was 
Slither). But, as also befits the director’s 
Madison Avenue training, they tend to be 
fast and self-contained, their only bearing 
on the whole picture being the deceptive 
casualness with which they speed it along. 
Zieff may compensate in flair for what he 
lacks in continuity, but it’s still true that 
his style is designed to render continuity 
irrelevant, which makes its suitability to 
a feature-film format questionable. 
Though Hearts of the West has been 
widely hailed for its originality and wit, 
much of Zieff’s humor is born out of the 
shallowness of sight gags and caricatures, 
while the film’s freshness seems to derive 
primarily from Thompson’s screenplay. 

Thompson says he originally conceived 
the story as “an odyssey”; apparently, 
some of its more awkward and conven- 
tional touches (i.e. an uncomfortable 
chase plot) were grafted on later. More 
important, he saw the picture as a depar- 
ture from “personality comedies, based 
on strong and easily identifiable in- 
dividuals — these days, if you have a 
comedy script, the first thing anybody 
wants to know is ‘How about Woody 
Allen? Well, what about Peter Sellers or 
Mel Brooks?’ ”’ He feels fortunate in hav- 
ing wound up with “actors who would go 
to meet the script” instead of an $8 
million budget and Barbra Streisand. But 
for all of Hearts of the West’s success as a 
comedy based purely on story and style, 
the other side of the coin is its limited 
accessibility. Audiences in less than 
prime urban areas don’t respond as 
enthusiastically to some of the perfor- 
mances (particularly the scene-stealing

one by Alan Arkin as a conniving director 
of fleabag Westerns and a would-be 
smoothie) as New York or San Francisco 
crowds have, and they’ve also been slight- 
ly less receptive to the picture’s rambling, 
idiosyncratic structure. On the latter 
score, at least, they may be right to be 
confused. Hearts of the West takes a 
classic wrong turn about midway through; 
after having lured the viewer-into a 
delightful world of movie business has- 
beens and hucksters, and after having 
followed Bridges through an accidental 
acting career that is about to culminate in 
his emergence as a Western star, the 
screenplay abruptly gets him fired and 
returns him to his original purpose: pur- 
suing his Restless Urge to Write. True, 
leaving Bridges an actor might have 
violated the picture’s original premise; 
both Bridges and Thompson thought so 
when asked about this juncture in the 
plot, and both expressed surprise at the 
idea that the Western-star episode might 
be seen as anything but a long vignette. 
But Hearts of the West doesn’t have the 
kind of integrity that might make one 
worry about its doggedly following a 
single thematic thread, and Zieff’s feeling 
for Hollywood and gift for parody make 
the picture’s midsection its most seduc- 
tive and amusing part. 

Richard Goldstein of the Village Voice 
has made the point — and I don’t think 
it’s ill-taken — that there’s a strain of 
anti-Semitism to Hearts of the West. The 
power-broker Arkin has a number of 
stereotypically Jewish mannerisms and 
seems obsessed with saving money, while 
his disgruntled WASPy extras are made 
to leap at his every command (sitting 
around a campfire, they do a wonderful 
takeoff on the cattle-drive finale of Red 
River when Arkin asks them to give him 
that old cowboy yell). One of them even 
asks Bridges how much “them mockies [a 
’30s epithet for Jews]’’ are going to pay 
him. As Goldstein has also noted, this 
probably has more to do with the ex- 
pediency of using stereotypes in TV com- 
mercials (saves time and trouble in es- 
tablishing character) than it does with 
any overt prejudice. The point is that 
Zieff does have a dangerous tendency to 
oversimplify — but he is also clever 


enough to know how to bail himself out. 


In Hearts of the West, he casts, in even 
the most deliberately cliched roles, excep- 
tionally individualistic actors who create 
a familiar yet delightfully off-balance 
mood. In addition to being deft and very 
funny, Hearts of the West is extremely 
well-played. 

Jeff Bridges is the most promising 
young actor in American movies, with 
Hearts of the West only the most recent 
bit of evidence to that effect. In the five 


_years since his screen debut, Bridges has 


shown a far greater range than anyone 
gives him credit for, and an extraordinary 
naturalness which is only now beginning 
to attract notice. His performance here 
looks easy (they all do), but just try im- 
agining anyone else in so delicate a role as 
that of a cowboy Candide, an improbably 
world-wise innocent. Bridges never plays 
dumb, nor is he wide-eyed; he performs so 
utterly comfortably that he broadens the 
role to allow for such familiar (yet 
seemingly incongruous) character traits 
as ambition, occasional lust and a sur- 
prising amount of savvy. Many of 
Bridges’s recent roles have borne a certain 
superficial similarity to one another 
(although this is his first solo lead since 
The Last American Hero), but he should 


have no problems with type-casting so 
long as he continues to bring to his work 
such complexity and flair. 


Boys Will Be Boys

Since Rome, there has been only one 
true imperium — the British Empire. The 
facts of the Empire, and of its fall, com- 
pose perhaps the central English ex- 
perience of the 20th century. Pop groups, 
poets, dramatists and filmmakers have 
variously portrayed the imperial sway as 
bestial, noble or comic. But the main 
response to the Empire has been one of 
ambivalence, a quality which subsumes 
Conduct Unbecoming, making it both 
fascinating and frustrating. 

Adapted from the play by Barry 
England, Conduct Unbecoming is set in 
the headquarters of a proud cavalry regi- 
ment in India. The scarlet coats, sun- 
burned faces and erect bearing of the of- 
ficers and men bespeak their position as 
masters of the world. Director Michael 
Anderson does well by the gorgeous trap- 
pings: the formal gardens, spectacular 
sunsets and elaborate dining halls are all 
lovingly photographed. Visually, Conduct 
Unbecoming is enthralling. 

Into this world of beauty comes 
Michael York, newly arrived from 
England. He is anxious to become a part 
of the regiment. His companion, played 
by James Faulkner, is not. A delicate, 
Beardsleyesque young man, Faulkner 
sneers at the pomp and tradition that 
govern every facet of regimental life. He 
devises a plan to escape: he will make ad- 
vances to the regimental widow, Susan- 
nah York, and be dismissed for conduct 
unbecoming. But things go awry; York is 
brutally, and mysteriously, attacked. She 
accuses Faulkner. Brought before martial 
court, he chooses Michael York to dated 
him. 

If ritual is comforting, it is also enor- 
mously photogenic. Anderson cannot help 
but lavish attention upon the decorum of 
the court martial, thereby lending it a cer- 
tain legitimacy. Anderson also sees his 
regimental leaders as suffering from ter- 
minal nostalgia, blind to the rotten core of 
imperialism that brutalizes men and 
turns them into parodies of masters. The 
officers convulsively defend the regimen- 
tal honor, an honor already hopelessly 
compromised by their assumption of 
moral infallibility. “‘A gentleman doesn’t 
question the word of another gentleman,” 
grunts Trevor Howard when one of his of- 
ficers is caught in a lie. A clean-cut credo, 
perhaps, but it turns “honor” into a dirty 
word. 

Up to this point, Conduct Unbecoming 
works as both a dissection of imperial psy- 
chology and a solid courtroom drama. 
Susannah York has been degraded in a 
particularly foul manner and, in the film’s 
real climax, she places the responsibility 
for her debasement upon all the officers 
and the system they are trying to main- 
tain. Faulkner is acquitted and the film 
should end. But it doesn’t. 

Instead of letting York’s indictment 
stand, Anderson reveals the true identity 


of her attacker in a clumsy, heavy-handed 
psychological ploy. You see, the officer 
who assaulted her is demented, 
pathological. The regiment, and by exten. 
sion the system, are let off the hook. The 
regiment produced the maniac, but he 
was a maniac. You can’t blame him, nor 
can you blame the barrel for the one 
rotten apple. Anderson’s indecisiveness 
finally sabotages his film. 

The acting is, of course, superb. Trevor 
Howard, Richard Attenborough, 
Christopher Plummer ... their very 
presence evokes tradition. The film’s 
production values are impeccable. 
Although the sun may have set on it long 
ago, the Empire continues to bedevil and 
inspire its interpreters. 


Lucrative Gore

After getting out of 
the hoosegow, J.D. looks up the cabal that 
framed him and ... shoots one’s ear off 
and hooks the pulpy lobe to his car’s bat- 
tery; skewers another’s hand to a desk 
with a letter opener; beats the head bad 
guy half to death and then watches as he’s 
eaten by a savage Doberman, ad infinit- 
um. 

All this carnage is filmed in close-up. 
There are buckets of blood and the sound 
effects are post-dubbed at full volume to 
make the groans, moans, thwacks and 
thumps sound as if they’re emanating 
from somewhere inside your ear. Baker 
demonstrates an astounding ability to ab- 
sorb punishment matched only by the 
audience’s. 

If, by some chance, any of this sounds 
attractive, let me make myself perfectly 
clear: Framed is an ugly film. The people 
are most unattractive. The sets all look 
like the inside of a Holiday Inn. The exte- 
riors look like interiors. And the story, 
such as it isn’t, produces neither interest 
nor tension. The violence festers in a 
monotonous wasteland of mumbling play- 
ers of whom Hamlet could have been 
speaking when he said, “Having neither 
the accent of Christians, nor the gait of 
Christian, pagan, nor man, I had thought 
some of nature’s journeymen had made 
men, and not made them well, they imi- 
tated humanity so abominably.” 

As usual, the Bard hit the nail on the 
head. Only the incompetence of the ac- 
tors makes the violence bearable; since 
they seem barely human, we don’t take 
their suffering seriously. But I guess pro- 
ducer Mort Briskin and director Phil 
Karlson know what they’re doing. Their 
last film, Walking Tall, has already gross- 
ed $45 million. Framed could do as well. 
We live in an ugly world that calls this 
brutalizing nonsense ‘entertainment.’ 


Laing Gang

FAMILY LIFE. Directed by Kenneth 
Loach. Written by David Mercer. With 
Sandy Ratcliff. At the Kenmore. 


Family Life is a propaganda film for R. 
D. Laing’s arguments that parents drive 
kids crazy and that most conventional 
psychiatrists keep them that way because 
they lack R. D. Laing’s wisdom and com- 
passion. This exercise ostensibly tells how 
Janice (Sandy Ratcliff), victimized by her 
parents’ crooked talk, becomes confused, 
then angry, then the prey of the psy- 
chiatric establishment, until she ends up 
as an exhibit in a medical school. The real 
plot, however, is a cardboard tragedy in 
which a heroic Laingian therapist falls 
victim to the stupidity of his drug- 
shuffling shock-loving colleagues, who un- 
fortunately control the hospital boards 
which hire and fire. 


Few other tracts betray so baldly the 
bottomless contempt which lurks behind 
Laingian shows of compassion for the 
emotionally disturbed. Laing does psy- 
chotherapy a service by insisting that 
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neuroses and psychoses often begin with 
double-dealing parents — though anyone 
who credits him with as much originality 
as he does obviously hasn’t read any 
Freud. But he is incapable of grasping the 
simple moral notion that parents must 
have been children themselves at some 
time and therefore, by his own view of 
things, deserve as much compassion as 
their kids. Instead, Family Life, like other 
Laingian works, treats parents as 
wickedness incarnate. The closest it com- 
-es to allowing them a little humanity is to 
acknowledge that they, too, may be vic- 
timized by a regimented industrial socie- 
ty. But the film turns around and blames 
the parents for what Society is like. © 

Family Life is so meretricious that it 
puts parents in the same double bind it 
says they impose on their children. When 
Janice’s mother complains, truthfully 
enough in terms of the movie, that “they” 
are always blaming parents for their 
children’s troubles, the heroic therapist 
blandly turns her remark aside, as though 
it or she didn’t exist. According to Laing’s 
theories, that ought to be enough to make 
her crazy — and enough to turn the 
therapist into a villain. But it’s madness 
of another kind to expect moral or in- 
tellectual clarity, never mind a modest 
touch of irony about their own preten- 
sions, from the sages of Laingian’ psy- 
chiatry. 

As a film, Family Life gets the treat- 
ment it deserves. It looks like a documen- 
tary right from the start, when the first 
shots show the back of an interviewer’s 
head and, in the background, the prin- 
cipal character. But it’s only a pseudo- 
documentary, just as the argument is 
pseudo-intellectual and fake com- 
passionate. If the actors are wooden they 
can hardly be blamed, since their parts 
are invariably one-dimensional. Kenneth 
Loach, the director, is widely admired for 
his 1970 film, Kes, but with Family Life 
he has confined himself to a strait-jacket. 


Au Revoir

LE CHAT. Directed by Jean Granier- 
Deferre. From a novel by Georges 
Simenon. With Simone Signoret and 
Jean Gabin. At the Pi Alley. 

Don’t expect Poe with a Gallic twist 
from this French import made in 1971. 
One of Le Chat’s few jokes is its early 
portentousness — which leads you to ex- 
pect a cataclysm that never comes. This 
is, instead, a plodding if often poignant 
study of old age and estrangement. 

Jean Gabin and Simone Signoret are as 
French as, well, John Wayne and 
Katherine Hepburn are American. But 
whereas Rooster Cogburn preserves its 
stars like mummified myths from the 
past, Le Chat casts-on its principals the 
cruel light of the present, lingering on 
their stooped shuffles, ruinous wrinkles 
and dumpy, decomposing bodies. “If you 
could see your ugly face, falling apart,” 
Gabin spits at Signoret. We see it happen- 
ing to both of them: they’re dying. And so 
is the France they embody, as the deathly 
rat-tat-tat of jackhammers invades their 
condemned home, around which tower 
bland, inhuman highrises. In Le Chat’s 
most moving shot, a massive garbage 
truck and swarthy Arab workers lumber 
silently, like a ghostly funeral cortege, 
toward the old couple’s house. 

Inside, Gabin and Signoret are locked 
in sullen battle. They’re far too decrepit 
to love each other anymore — or, rather, 
to remember they still do. Gabin rarely 
communicates save by penciled notes 
which he contemptuously flicks, with 
frail, nicotine-stained fingers, onto 
Signoret’s dowdy lap. Only when she dies, 
and the notes she has squirreled away and 
treasured flutter like dandruff to the floor, 
does Gabin belatedly realize that he has 
cherished her, too. 

This is, of course, the stuff of soap 
opera. She: “I was beautiful, wasn’t I? Do 
you remember?” He: “I remember.” She: 
“Why do you look at me like an object and 
love only your cat?” He: “Because I’ve 
changed, like the world.” Gabin and 
Signoret perform eloquently, but the 
material is too maudlin and monotonous 
to make for a compelling movie. After 20 
minutes have passed, all has been said 
and done and terminal redundancy sets 
in. 

Director Jean Granier-Deferre is unable 
to make this one-note, two-character pic- 
ture interesting; it’s as slow and static as 
the old couple’s lives. The camera work is 
banal and simplistic, and the few varia- 
tions — closeups of food in the manner of 
Chabrol, a slow-motion sequence of cats 
cavorting on a scaffolding — are dis- 
tracting. To jazz things up a bit, Granier- 
Deferre opts for flashbacks that merely 
bewilder and a circular narration that 
sacrifices the inevitability a simpler 
chronology would have conveyed.

HEDDA GABLER by Henrik Ibsen. Di- 
rected by Ursula Drabik. Set and 
Lighting Designed by Michael Zola.

I had always assumed that when the 
leafy-headed Lovborg calls Hedda Tes- 
man a coward in the play that bears her 
maiden name, it is because he (like the sly 
Brack) perceives that her fear of scandal 
is even stronger than her lust for power 
and distaste for lust. But in the Open 
Door Theatre’s production of Ibsen’s 
transsexual self-portrait, I wondered if 
Lovborg didn’t mean Noel Coward. Di- 
rector Ursula Drabik has booted the 19th- 
century anti-heroine, that nouveau- 
Freudian bundle of envies and neuroses, 
headlong into the Art Deco decadence of 
the 1930s, perhaps to insinuate a connec- 
tion between Hedda’s glacial veneer and 
the sterile elegance of the Cowardly mil- 
ieu. (Translator Henry C. Timm regards 
Ibsen as a “black humorist.”) Anyway, it 


sounds like Hedda Gabler but it looks like 


Private Lives. 

The transposition is relatively innocu- 
ous, restricted to decor, duds and a lot of 
cigarettes snuffed in elaborate ashtrays. 
But it seems to me a misstep in an other- 
wise canny production. The social con- 
ventions of the 1890s are a crucial force in 


‘Hedda Gabler: it is through their ty- 


ranny (a tyranny Hedda escapes only by a 
gesture so melodramatic it rattles even 
Brack) that Brack is able to manipulate 
the heroine. By the ’30s, bohemianism 
had become chic, though perhaps not in 
military households. (In this production, 
General Gabler peers from the wall as the 
grumpy visage of Ibsen himself.) 

As Hedda, a stale belle mornings after 
the ball, is both shaped and cramped by 
turn-of-the-century strictures (Ibsen 
wrote to Helene Raff, one of a series of 
“May suns in his September life,” that 
“women’s will tends to remain underde- 
veloped; they tend to dream and wait for 
something unknown that will give their 
lives meaning. As a result ... women’s 
emotional lives are unhealthy”), so Hed- 
da Gabler was crafted for turn-of-the-cen- 
tury staging. Psychologically complex, it 
is nonetheless a proscenium play, diffi- 
cult to taper for an intimate theater. In 


this production, the lovely parlor of the . 


Pinkbank manse is converted easily to the 
Tesman drawing room; the audience sits 
like a line of polite guests, close enough to 


the action to tousle Thea’s hair or offer: 


Hedda dramamine for the morning sick- 
ness she so unwisely combats with coffee. 
Drabik has directed her cast to play the 
material conversationally, even ironic- 
ally, which befits not only the tight quar- 
ters but the Timm translation, unpreten- 
tious to the extreme of allowing Brack to 
refer to his lodgings as “‘my place.” This is 


a production in which the Scandinavian 
inflections, especially those of the buoy- 
ant Tante Julle of Carolyn Jenks, are 
more reminiscent of Mrs. Olson (of Fol- 
ger’s fame) than of Ingmar Bergman. Ex- 
cept for the ninnyish Tesman, whose lack 
of cool would turn a healthier woman than 
Hedda into a campaigner for twin beds, 
everyone skirts his or her desperation dec- 
orously, couching archness in puffs of civ- 
ility. The cast, to its credit, avoids over- 
acting as their characters might a scene. 
A Hedda as large or as malevolent as 
Glenda Jackson’s might be hard to take 
seriously at such close range. 

Solid if not always satisfying work is 
done by most of the actors in this veiled 
Hedda Gabler. John Snyder’s subtly ser- 
pentine if too Methodical' Brack is per- 
suasive, and both Jenks’s Julle and Kar- 
en Ross’s Thea provide interesting foils — 
uncomplicated (though childless!) wom- 
en whose wills are more conventionally 
exercised — for Hedda. Thea, part sheep- 
headed flibbertigibbet and part nervous 
intuition, is very nicely modulated. And 
Sidney Atwood is an excellent Tesman, 
wimpy without becoming ludicrous. 

As Hedda; Mary Applegate Graves dis- 
plays charm and comprehension in a role 
that requires total immersion. This wom- 
an is so-crafty and so paralyzed, so mean 
and so romantic, so repressed, so magni- 
ficently screwed up! She is both the 
Emilie Bardach with whom the play- 
wright was so profoundly infatuated and 
Ibsen himself, thrust into a woman’s 
body. Graves plays a bored, playful, too 
obvious Hedda. She does a lot of indi- 
cating — flinching when Tesman touches 
her, chortling a gleeful ‘I knew it!” when 
Lovborg dumps Thea — that Hedda 
wouldn’t. But saying that a young, lively 
actress just isn’t ready for Hedda Gabler, 
even with the aid of a real roaring fire in 
the Burning Lovborg’s Baby scene, is like 
saying that a nice acorn isn’t ready for a 
hammock. 


Lovesick

I have just discovered a new form of tor- 
ture. Lock someone in a theater for an 
hour and in a powerful monotone quote 
volumes of Shakespeare, never letting on 
for one minute that the lines make any 
sense at all. As the coup de grace, make 
funny faces throughout the harangue, to 
assure your victim that the ordeal is real- 
ly very humorous. : 

William Shakespeare’s Venus & Adon- 
is, in which Seasoned Woman chases Vir- 
gin Boy, is the chief torment of this even-

ing of one-acts at Theater 369. It is a long 
narrative poem — a very long narrative 
poem — which would have disappeared 
with the death of Elizabeth if anyone else 
had written it. It has been planted on the 
stage, it seems, for the sake of one, and 
only one, joke: look how silly great Willy 
could be. 

Performed in the style of amateur Gil- 
bert & Sullivan, with dewy looks, longing 
sighs, and abject terror over a simple kiss, 
the comedy is totally banal. And the con- 
voluted Elizabethan language is such 
dead weight that at one point the actors, 
having become bored to tears, start play- 
ing tic-tac-toe. It is a measure of the play. 
that I stopped following the story and 
watched with great interest to see who 
would win. 

I stayed only to watch the next play, 
Kiss Meeeee!, in the desperate hope that 
director Gardner Tillson would redeem 
the evening once it was freed from Shake- 


_ speare’s stranglehold. Not so. It was the 


same romantic juvenile nonsense, up- 
dated and set in a hotel room. Seasoned 
Woman chases Virgin Boy. Oh, my good- 
ness — she’s taking off her dress, she’s 
opening his shirt, she’s actually kissing 
the trembling fawn. Blackout! The Boy, 
now seasoned, chases Virgin Girl. Oh, my 
goodness — he’s taking off her dress .. . 
etcetera, etcetera. 

It would be easy to dismiss these plays 
as fluff if they were just boring. But Love 
Sweet Love is offensive. Behind the su- 
perficial comedy lurks a view of relations 
between men and women at the level of 
spin-the-bottle. Young men are fright- 
ened and pathetic; young girls coy but dy- 
ing to be kissed. Grown women are tarts 
with hearts of gold. After seeing Kiss 
Meeeee! I became grateful that Shake- 
speare’s presence had hovered over the 
first hour of performance: it helped ob- 
scure what was really going on. 


Nice Guise

Many musical-comedyologists consid- 
er Guys and Dolls the genre’s most per- 
fect creation, the one musical comedy 
that no one can afford to miss. It is also 
the one musical comedy that practically 
everyone has seen. It’s produced all the 
time — in dinner theater, in summer 
stock and, perhaps most frequently, at 
summer camps. Obviously, most of those 
who troop down to the Peoples Theatre, 
then, will have seen Guys and Dolls per- 
formed before — in many cases, by a pro- 
fessional company. 

Although the People’s Theatre has put 
together a competent amateur produc- 
tion, it is likely to disappoint devotees. 
Admittedly, there are bright moments. 
Jeanette Worthen’s .Adelaide bounces 
through all her songs, exterminating stray 
streptococci when she explains how “a 
person can develop a cold.” She receives 
great support from a motley crew of gam- 


blers, among whom Joseph McManus - 


(Nathan Detroit), Paul Jackel (Sky Mas- 
terson), Mark Zweifach (Nicely-Nicely 
Johnson), Robert DiCicco (Harry the 
Horse), and Leroi Shelton (Big Jule) are 
the most effective. These men of the float- 
ing crap game make the most of what are, 
to be sure, good odds in executing such in- 
destructible show-stoppers as “Luck Be a 
os and “Sit Down, You’re Rockin’ the 


The production does not, however, win 
all of its bets. Under Stephen Drewes’s di- 


rection, the cast makes inventive ‘use of - 


the small stage but cannot hide the fact 
that Guys and Dolls is a big show requir- 
ing more space for its brassy production 
numbers. Any inadequacy of vocal sup- 
port becomes equally evident: Frank 
Loesser’s score includes far too many good 
songs for the audience to summon much 
patience with bad singers. Indeed, by Act 
II, when a Save-a-Soul missionary sings, 
“If I were a bell, I’d be ringing,” one half- 
expects her to conclude the metaphor 
with “If I were a voice, I’d be cracking.” 

Some, of course, may be willing to over- 
look amateurish lapses in order to view 
once again the antics of Damon Runyan’s 
unforgettable characters. For them, the 
People’s Theatre offers a traditional in- 
terpretation, eliciting fine performances 
from five guys and a doll.

“inside” Braxton to date. More 
may be on the way: “I find my- 
self in this period focusing in on 
Fats Waller, Duke Ellington and 
Thelonious Monk. That’s an 
area of the music I thought I 
knew, but I still have a lot to 
learn .... Fats Waller! God- 
damn, that motherfucker was 
bad! You can’t believe how bad 
these old cats were. I thought it 
was just happening now, but 
even the concept of being a mul- 
ti-instrumentalist was being 
done better then. We have a lot 
to learn. I’ve been researching 
the whole time/zone of Elling- 
ton. I’ve decided I know nothing 
about it, so now I can look for- 
ward to the next 10 years.” 

The interest and support 
shown by Arista, which is giving 
him the kind of major record 
company backing he has sought 
for a decade, ushers in a new 
phase for Braxton. Not only can 
he pay the rent, he even sees 
occasional bookings (“‘It’s a plea- 
sure to be at the Workshop —.I 
can complain about reed trou- 
ble every night’’) and for the mo- 
ment has formed something of a 
permanent group with Holland, 
Altschul and trumpeter Kenny 
Wheeler. For an iconoclast of 
Braxton’s stripe, a steady diet of 
two horns plus rhythm section 
might appear a capitulation. “I 
enjoy working in different situ- 
ations, but economically it’s dif- 
ficult to employ all of the musi- 
cians I like to work with. I can’t. 
work like the previous Arista al- 
bum {New York, Fall 1974] with 
a quartet for one piece, then a 
duet with synthesizer, then four 
saxophones. The current quar- 
tet is a group I can travel with, 
and I enjoy that playing situ- 
ation — especially in this per- 
iod, when I don’t mind playing in 
tempo anymore. My music’s not 
really known in this country, and 
now people have a chance to hear 
it, so I thought I'd take the tra- 
ditional situation and record it. 
Not te mention that-the four of 
us always play together; I’m not 
always as methodical as I some- 
times appear.” 

Indeed, the Braxton quartet 
was enmeshed in uncalculated, 
straight-ahead blowing when I 
arrived at the Jazz Workshop. 


The opening piece could never be - 


mistaken for musical conserva- 
tism, but next to the freer-tem- 
poed explorations it could be la- 
beled “in the tradition.’”’ Brax- 
ton’s alto solo seemed to consid- 


er his predecessors, especially 
Parker and Dolphy, as well as 
the theme itself; and strong me- 
lodic continuity was developed 
with a rhythmic vocabulary that 
ranged from strict on-the-beat 
accenting to flurries of odd note 
groupings. Altschul’s drums 
were right on the alto, always 
moving briskly but never heav- 
ily. Holland was, as usual, per- 
fect. (“Why doesn’t anybody in- 
terview David Holland?” Brax- 
ton asked about his best friend 
and Woodstock, N.Y. -neighbor. 
“‘He’s the most creative bassist 
in this time/zone, yet no one in 
this country has ever done an 
article on David.”) Canadian 
Kenny Wheeler is a less familiar 
voice, but his delicate, sure-fin- 
gered trumpet solos suggested 
that, like his mates, he is a com- 
pleat contemporary musician. 
When the four men blew the 
theme together, several classic 
parallels (Parker with Miles 
Davis, Ornette and Don Cherry) 
raced through my mind. No, the 
music is not so historically mon- 
umental; it’s~just so pure, ut- 
terly so void of the gimmickry 
that cheapens so much of the 
current competition. 

The long collective impro- 
visation that followed was less 
successful than a similar effort 
on the new album, although the 
players were obviously well-at- 
tuned to each other. The music 
simply went on too long, at too 
quiet a volume for the nightclub 
setting of ringing cash registers 
and reggae seeping through the 
walls. And Braxton spent too 
much time on the contrabass 
clarinet, an unwieldy metal con- 
traption which gives the visual 
impression that its player is 
sucking a sink. These more dif- 
ficult pieces succeed more fre- 
quently now than in the past, 
however, and gain impact when 
juxtaposed to the other, more or- 
thodox material. Braxton’s abil- 
ity to incorporate all of his re- 
spect for tradition in a contem- 
porary conception may ulti- 
mately be of greater value than 
acclaim as the next great inno- 
vator. And his audience should 
warm to his more abstract in- 
vestigations as: they are better 
able to define his total time/ 
zone. 

At least I was encouraged, af- 
ter despairing of ever compre- 
hending the vibrational and 
structural principles behind his 
titles, when Braxton concluded 
our interview with an invita- 
tion: “I don’t know if you’re into 
junk food, but it’s my favorite 
pastime. Somebody has to hold 
up the other end.

ordinarily powerful one at that 
— I can hardly remember being 
so moved by another musical 
moment. 

Roger McGuinn, in shoulder- 
length hair, appeared onstage to 
do what most of the audience 
probably wanted to hear, 
“Chestnut Mare” (in Provi- 
dence he did ‘‘Eight Miles 
High”). Sporting a symbol of 
some sort in the middle of his 
forehead, McGuinn appeared a 
little blissed out, but he man- 
aged an exciting rendition — ex- 
citing in part because the mu- 
sicians backing him seemed to 
be enjoying the song as much as 
the audience did. 

Dylan performed a passel of 
new songs, including a long ver- 
sion of ‘Hurricane,’ the chron- 
icle of Rubin “Hurricane” Car- 
ter’s long and apparently unjust 
imprisonment. Best, however, 
were an endless “Sarah,” a song 
to Dylan’s estranged wife which 
clarifies an enormous amount 


about Dylan and about the ef-» 


fect Sarah had on him, and 
“Just Like A Woman.” To- 


gether, they rounded off our new 


impression of the man. Trau- 
matized by fame, he had al- 
lowed himself to be sheltered by 
a relationship that took him out 
of circulation and fueled his iso- 
lationist, mystical and moral- 
istic tendencies. As a matter of 


course, and choice, he lost touch 
with his public reality. When his 
marriage began to break up he 
felt a need to assert himself as a 
performer, but he lacked confi- 
dence and had not yet reap- 
praised his past and discovered 
what he could reclaim: thus the 
rather stiff Planet Waves and the 
accompanying tour. Blood On 

Tracks was progress, an an- 
gry and defensive (though ex- 
tremely compelling) attempt to 
agg free of his wife and his past 
ife. 

The new songs are the fruition 
of that break. They’re soul- 
baring but not self-indulgent; re- 
flective, compassionate and rig- 
orously honest. The manner in 
which he performs them and his 
old songs tell us that Bob Dylan 
has been energized by hard-won 
maturity. He has found his voice 
again, and perhaps he’s helping 
us find ours. The whole notion of 
this tour — small halls, in- 
formal music, friends abounding 
onstage (the whole troupe plus 
Allen Ginsberg appeared for the 
finale, Guthrie’s ‘““This Land Is 
Your Land’) — is exciting. I 
think we all feel that hype is too 
much with us; hopefully, other 
important musicians will see it 
the same way. And Dylan’s abil- 
ity to grow and to communicate 
that growth may renew our sense 
of the singular importance of 
popular music. I think Dylan 
perceives this; once again, 
prophetically, he understands 
and is speaking to the needs of 
an entire generation.

DOG DAY AFTERNOON. Al Pacino’s 
best performance to date highlights this 
eccentric (but au fond rather flimsy) and 
very funny black comedy about a flam- 
boyant, grandstanding gay bank’ robber 
who turns a simple holdup into a progres- 
sively bleaker three-ring circus. Directed 
by Sidney Lumet, who also teamed with 
Pacino in Serpico, and edited by Dede Al- 
len.

HARD TIMES. An unduly arty action 
picture, so full of long shots that it feels 
hollow, often quiet but seldom thought- 
ful.
